“A” DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS 


GLACIER PARK DISTRICT 
C. L. Clifford, District Superintendent 


Bishop, Members of the Conference, and Friends: 


“New occasions teach new duties, 
Time makes ancient good uncouth. 
They must onward then and upward 
Who would keep abreast of truth.” 


The poet evidently penned those poetic and prophetic lines for this 
day. Constant change is evidenced on every hand. Materially more 
changes have taken place in thirty years, than in the preceding three 
thousand years. In scientific understanding our horizons are expanding 
by millions and billions of miles and of years. In spiritual ideas and 
ideals the conceptions of our relation to the eternities are being revolu- 
tionized. That new world situation is seriously confronting the whole 
church. New duties are placing added demands upon the District Super- 
intendents and they must hustle to “keep abreast of truth.” Personally 
I wish to register my appreciation of the privilege of serving in these 
world rebuilding days. With thanksgiving to God for His grace, to 
pastors and their families, to a multitude of others for their courtesies, I 
bring this my third annual report. 


District of Magnificent Distances 


Twenty-five Districts the length of Glacier Park would reach around 
the world. It would be possible to place on top of this district several 
New England states with ample room left around the edges for jack- 
rabbits and prairie gophers. The district contains 55,216 square miles 
and has a population of 193,412 people, being an average of 3% people 
per square mile. Elevation ranges from 1800 to 6000 feet with all the 
variety of climate and production which that suggests. The resources 
of this treasure state are unlimited and many of them practically un- 
touched. 


Montana is still in the pioneering stage of its development. The 
scattered population is endeavoring to install equipment of modern civ- 
ilization in a generation, where older states have required 100 years. The 
situation offers an imperative opportunity for the church, for here a 
coming empire is in the making. But it is also a missionary challenge 
for without outside assistance religious work could not survive. Of 32 
charges, only 6 were without missionary aid the past year. To the 
Board of Home Missions and Church Extension we are greatly indebted. 


The Record of Service 


This District Superintendent in serving this territory the past year 
has preached 88 times, given 132 addresses, read nearly one book a week, 
sent out 1513 pieces of mail, maintained a Monthly News Letter, be- 
sides three Quarterly Conferences has directed an afternoon and eve- 
ning World Outlook Conference on every charge, and contacted more 
than 20,000 people, and traveled by train and auto 36,069 miles. 

Last Conference left several points to be supplied. Charles Haynes 
accepted the position of Field Agent for the Havre Hospital, and Albert 
Muskett from North Dakota was secured for Glasgow. Herbert J. 
Lennox was transferred to Sunburst and John Stuart rendered splendid 
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_ Service in supplying Opheim until the arrival of L. E. Jones from Garrett 
in July. John Morange came to Havre from North Dakota in exchange 
with G. O. Parrish. O. A. White in the middle of the year accepted 
Troy and Eureka, when Miss Blanche Burton resigned. Clark Newton 
from Intermountain was secured for Avon. Marvin Maris came to 
Philipsburg from Garrett shortly after Conference. On the Mineral 
County Parish Arthur G. Smith supplied for several months, and now 
Carleton Thoroman from New York is the established pastor. As the 
Assistant for the Epworth Piegan Indian Mission, Miss Lois Sanders 
was secured from the Iowa National Training School, but because of 
poor health has been compelled to resign and her successor will be 
appointed at this Conference session. 

Death entered the home of O. A. White while living in the bounds 
of our District taking his capable and devoted wife. She is mourned 
by a multitude of people in charges where these faithful workers have 
toiled together. Three births have gladdened parsonage homes: Isabel 
Ruth Pennepacker, Allen Cale Wilcox, and Sherwood Boyd Martin. 


Although the length of this report will not permit a discussion of 
every charge, I desire to record the fact that the pastors have rendered 
unusually fine service this year. In emphasizing the whole program 
of the local church and in response to world need through World Service 
giving, this has been a year of heroic effort and surpassing achieve- 
ment. 


‘ Property Improvements 

Unprecedented interest has been manifest in building, improvements, 
interior decorating, and beautifying of grounds. Walter C. Wampler 
is in the midst of finishing a new basement under the church at 
Chinook at a cost of about $3,000. Rollo V. Crater reports improvements 
in the parsonage at Big Sandy and work under way for basement and 
furnace for the parsonage at Box Elder. George C. Lee at Culbert- 
son has spent time and effort in remaking the church and parsonage lawn. 
At Scobey Fred Anstice has spent a thousand dollars in receiling the 
gymnasium and painting church and parsonage. At Drummond Nelle 
Phillips reports both churches redecorated inside, new heatrolas, and 
churches and parsonage painted outside at a cost of $1089. Libby 
church and parsonage have been repainted and pastor F. E. Vick with 
his Boy Scouts have beautified the lawns and planted trees brought in 
from surrounding mountains. L. E. Jones is continuing the finishing of 
the fine new church at Opheim. Joseph Ashworth has spent $318 on 
the property at Redstone, church refinished inside and painted outside 
and church and parsonage grounds made very attractive. At Ronan 
Thomas Barker has completed cement walls under church and parsonage, 
and grounds improved. Harry Chappell has secured the refinishing 
of the interior of the church at Saco, all buildings painted at a cost of 
$373, the grounds beautified and the whole community led in a similar 
program. A basement is being built under the church at Sweetgrass 
and at Sunburst a fine six room parsonage has been purchased and 
paid for; to be known as the Dr. Kell Memorial parsonage. The total 
expenditure is $2600. Herbert J. Lennox is pastor. Edward C. Bart- 
lett has had splendid co-operation in carrying forward the church build- 
ing program at Shelby and on August 14 a fine crowd gathered to assist 
in opening the first unit, a large social room, kitchen and League 
room and the whole building is enclosed. The new porch and parsonage 
kitchen have been completed and the basement of the church redecorated 
at Whitefish, where W. E. Brann is pastor, with $500 paid this year. 
Other improvements and repairs: Troy $150, St. Ignatius $75, Hamilton 
$325, Thompson Falls $210, Polson $450, Havre $700, Philipsburg $150, 
Browning $125, Somers $50, Kalispell $250, Columbia Falls $200, Missoula 
$620 and now the purchase or building of a new parsonage is under con- 
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sideration. Last Sunday Bishop Brown dedicated the new Federated 
church at Stevensville. This is a very attractive and usable six room 
plant valued at $20,000. It was built and paid for before dedication, 
due largely to the leadership of William J. Richards who has handled 
the finances, directed and labored in the construction, while serving also 
as pastor of the federated congregations. 


Evangelistic Emphasis 


Evangelism has been a matter for concern throughout the whole 
church. People still need to be brought into allegiance to Jesus Christ, 
and should have the helpfulness and opportunities for co-operated serv- 
ice offered by church membership. There is sorely needed an interpre- 
tative and prophetic evangelistic leadership for this new day. There has 
been earnest evangelistic effort on practically every charge on this 
District, and not without results. There have been some revival efforts, 
more of the visitation type of program, and personal evangelism especial- 
ly. There is a growing feeling that evangelism must be interwoven with 
the year around program, and not limited to any particular time nor 
method, just as religion is not a matter of place or season, but has to do 
with life and every day living. Passion Week services were conducted 
on a number of charges with reception into membership as follows: 
Whitefish 9, Somers 7, Ronan 4, Missoula 21, Hamilton 10. Personal 
evangelism: Redstone 9, Saco 9, Shelby 15, Thompson Falls 7, Havre 31. 
At Kalispell union pre-Easter services were held but the sixty brot into 
membership were the result of personal effort by A. C. Caton. Walter 
Wampler at Chinook emphasized Comradship Week, and Visitation 
Week before Easter with the result that 24 were received into mem- 
bership. At Polson a carefully organized program of Visitation Evan- 
gelism enlisting leaguers, the Sunday School, Church Officials and mem- 
bership, was spread over a period of seven weeks in a religious survey, 
training classes and follow up, with the result that 68 were received 
into membership. Herbert Frame is the pastor. s 


Religious Education 


Roger Babson writes, “We have gone daffy over things like steam, 
electricity, water power, buildings, railroads, and ships, but we have 
forgotten the human soul, upon which all these things depend and from 
which all these things originate.” The immediate necessity is training 
in religious intelligence, reappraisal of values, and the spiritualizing of 
our vast materialism. For this our present program is inadequate, and 
we have been sending people out with childhood conceptions of religion 
to deal with giant jobs. If a Director of Religius Education for the 
Area can be secured, as will be suggested at this Conference, it will help 
some. The whole program in the local church needs to be improved 
and enlarged to College grade departments. The agencies now working 
on the job are: the Epworth League—Senior, Intermediate and Junior; 
the Missionary Societies in their study courses; Church Nights; of 
course the Sunday School; and now the Daily Vacation Bible School. 
Daily Vacation Bible Schools have been held with enrollments as fol- 
lows: Havre 83, Sunburst 45, Philipsburg 30, Opheim 30, Polson 185, 
three at Browning with 106, four on Thompson Falls Cireuit with 146, 
Redstone 15, Hamilton 160, Missoula in a union school, two on Ronan 
Parish 102, Somers 66, three on Mineral County Parish with 140, and 
Kalispell with 280—probably the largest in the Northwest. This Sum- 
mer we have had two students from Intermountain Union College, Miss 
Icy Fairburn and Miss Connie Cole, serving as District Directors of 
Religious Education. They have successfully superintended schools on 
a number of the Larger Parishes and in previously unreached areas, 
besides in some instances taking religious surveys—as on the newly 
opened Saco to Hoagland branch. These Summer assistants have en- 
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listed as officers and teachers 60 people, reached an enrollment of 
over 600. There were held this year 32 schools with a total enrollment 
of over 1600. 


Institutions 

_ Ten years of successful development have been written into the 
history of the Montana Epworth League Institutes. The total enrollment 
this year was 593, while 295 received Certificates, 62 were awarded 
Diplomas and there were 35 Life Service Decisions. The Institutes 
were served by a well selected and capable Faculty. The new Dean, Jesse 
W. Bunch in organization, leadership and radiation of genial fellowship, 
rendered splendid service. And now I have the sad responsibility of re- 
porting that the 75,000 acres devastated by raging forest fires, included 
our 40 acres of wonderful timberland on the Southern shores of Lake 
McDonald. Cottages, Institute buildings and the stately Temple to Youth 
have been reduced to ashes. Insurance will complete paying for the 
grounds, but the planning, labor and sacrifice which have gone into this 
enterprise never can be estimated nor repaid. Now we must begin 
again, and Montana courage is equal to the task. 


It is refreshing to have one institution free from indebtedness, and 
that one is our Francis Mahon Deaconess Hospital at Glasgow. During 
the year 789 patients have been admitted, an average of 19 per day. 
There have been 96 births and 262 operations. On repairs and improve- 
ments $4,571.30 has been expended. Total receipts have been $25,686.40, 
and the expenditures $25,519.14. Miss Nora Fehland is the Superinten- 
dent and Miss Willie M. Schrader is the Secretary. 


The Kennedy Deaconess Hospital at Havre has recorded another good 
year under the Superintendency of Miss Ruth Robertson and Assistant 
Miss Dona Watts. Number of patients admitted 1154, being a daily 
average of 37. Cash on hand at the beginning of the year $5,097.52. Cash 
receipts $47,810.81. Hospital expenditures $37,336.81, paid on Bonded 
indebtedness $5,240.00, and improvements and equipment $3,844.84. The 
other side of the picture is $65,000 bonded indebtedness which must be 
provided for with interest during the next ten years. Two Deaconesses 
from Seattle have arrived to work on the outside finances. The com- 
pletion of the third floor would help wonderfully. 

Intermountain Union College is not on my District but I cannot re- 
frain from inserting a word of appreciation of the efficient service ren- 
dered during the past five year by Dr. E. J. Klemme as President of the 
Institution. Under his administration more than $150,000 have been 
realized on indebtedness, improvements and endowment, and the work 
of the College improved in many ways. Past history is cause for opti- 
mism concerning the future of Intermountain. 

The program of religious activities at the State University at Mis- 
soula has prospered during the year. Jesse W. Bunch is the right man 
for the University Pastor position. There are 800 protestant students 
among the 1600 enrolled and 200 of these are from Methodist homes. 
This work merits our sympathetic cooperation. 


Our Indian Work 


America owes much to the red skin members of our family, and 
they are receiving deserved attention. In the U. S. A. there are now 
350,000 Indians, representing 200 tribes, speaking 58 different languages, 
and living on 190 Reservations with a combined area equal to the 
State of Montana. In this state we have 13,000 on 7 Reservations. Three 
of these Reservations are on the Glacier Park District. The Methodist 
Church has been made responsible for the Blackfoot Reservation with 
its 2300 square miles, and 4,000 population. Bishop Brown, George 
B. Dean and Dr. J. S. Stoell of the Board of Home Missions have visited 
the Reservation this year and approved the plans of the pastor Allen C. 
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7 the District Superintendent, as to the erection of a suitable 
Nari ie rearrangement of our present buildings, and the enlargement 
of our program of service. Increasingly our aim is to cooperate with 
the National government in developing self respecting, self supporting, 
Christian American citizens. 


Denominational Cooperation 


In the July number of the American, E. Stanley Jones discusses the 
Four Immoralities of Christianity. The first named is, “Religious snob- 
bishness, or the Ugly Side of Denominationalism.” Montana thru the 
Home Missions Council in ten years has effected more than 30 consolida- 
tions and exchanges. The gospel teaches UNITY and this age is stress- 
ing cooperation. We need more oneness of spirit, and sensible coopera- 
tion in ministering to human needs. The next step may be a great State 
Interdenominational Institute for the study of Montana problems, and the 
discovery of more effective methods of cooperative effort in conserving 
human values, and advancing the interests of the Kingdom. 


Conclusion and Suggestions 


1. Materially we have succeeded. The world is worth two thou- 
sand billions of dollars, and one fifth of that amount is in America. That 
mass of materialism will crush civilization unless it is Christianized. 


2. The resultant changing conditions necessitate, not a revised 
Gospel, but a reinterpretation of the claims of religion and its presenta- 
tion to the modern mind and for the needs of this day. 


8. The demand is for trained, consecrated heroic leadership, for 
some pioneering in religious thinking and in methods of religious minis- 
GISVE 


4. The contention of the Fathers needs reemphasis. The heart 
sources of life need transforming and remotivating. Evangelism must 
be given the right of way. 


5. Along with Evangelism there must go an improved and intensi- 


fied program of religious education. Folks must learn how to live re- 
ligion. 


6. Our approach must begin with childhood. “What you put into 
the beginning of life you put into all of life.” : 


7. We would do well to adopt the problem method in our approach 
to youth. We must think our way into their world of realities. That 
will carry us from criticism to sympathetic helpfulness. 


8. Not only are individuals to be won, but society is to be Chris- 


ee Morals need to be taught, and reform movements must be sup- 
ported. 


9. Our work is largely rural, and the larger parish undoubtedly is in 
the line of our Major Development. We need ministers who will spe-

Walter B. Spaulding, District Superintendent 
Bishop Brown and Brethren of the Montana State Conference: 
We have been reminded that— 


We are meeting today on what is known as “the richest hill on earth.” 
It was here that fifty years ago a practical miner of vision and faith 
decided to go from the 60 foot level to a little more than the 100 foot 
level, and to the amazement of all he opened up the richest copper 
mine on earth. Butte has given to the world more copper and silver 
than any other district on earth. Today three monuments vindicate 
the dream of Marcus Daly. One is the bronze replica of his face and 
figure across from the federal building. The second is the Anaconda 
Reduction Works, the world’s largest non-ferrous smelter with its huge 
smokestack, only a few miles distant. The third is the Anaconda Copper 
Mining Company with its mining properties in all parts of the world. 

This is but a symbol of the latent resources of our commonwealth, 
known as “the treasure state.” In a recent report of the resources of 
Montana we read that this state in her brief history has already pro- 
duced more than 2% billion dollars of mineral welath. Five of the 
larger cities on the Helena district have been developed by these mining 
and smelting industries. But the resources of Montana are not all 
hidden beneath the crust of the earth. During the past two decades 
agriculture and the raising of live stock have been pushing foreward to 
first place. In 1928 more than eight million of acres of land was under 
cultivation, producing approximately $150,000,000 worth of crop. Gov- 
ernor Erickson estimates that there are still thirty million acres within 
the state awaiting cultivation. With the use of power machinery, the dig- 
ging of new irrigation ditches and the application of better methods of 
farming it would seem that Montana is just beginning to discover her 
vast agricultural resources. The drought this summer has cut the crop 
considerable but the rise in prices will help to compensate for the 
shortage. 


The Church and our Spiritual Assets 


When we survey this remarkable advance in the development of our 
material resources we are concerned to know whether the church has 
been able to keep pace. Dr. Mecklenburgh began his recent book with 
this arresting sentence, “The West has stubbornly resisted civilization.” 
Possibly so, but the mechanics of civilization are coming rapidly. The 
auto, the plane and the radio are here. We spent nearly $10,000,000 for 
automobile roads in 1928. Our schools rank high among those of the 
nation, but our state seems to have taken a slump in morals. About 
two decades ago there was a great influx of farmers from the Middle 
States who settled on the homesteads of Montana. They brought their 
idealism with them and soon churches sprang up in every community 
and Sunday Schools in many of the rural school houses. Then followed 
a wonderful decade of moral reform, all of which were carried by these 
rural sections of the state. The gambling spirit of frontier days was 
suppressed. Race-track betting and the pari-mutual machines were 
prohibited. Prize fighting promoters were put out of business. The 
saloons and the brothel that had reigned in Montana since the early day 
were outlawed, and we saw these human vultures recede before this 
advancing army of noble citizens. But the present decade is putting the 
church to a severe test. Financial reverses and power machinery have 
depleted our rural population. Many of those who remained seemed to 
- eatch the free and easy spirit of the West and have grown negligent 
of their moral and religious responsibilities. In one section of the 
district where once we had nine churches and seven parsonages we now 
have two pastors whose meager salaries are being supplemented by 
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$600 from the Home Mission Board. The moral let-down of the state 
is reflected in the return of prize fighting, the legalizing of race-track 
betting, the repeal of our prohibition laws and the supplanting of the 
rural Sunday School with the country dance. Surely the West is re- 
sisting the higher elements of civilization. 

The church must adjust her program and vitalize her message if she 
is to grapple with these changing conditions. The first need is for fewer 
and better preachers. Owen Wister in his story of the Virginian has 
one of his cow-boys say, “I can stand a midlin lawyer and I can stand 
a midlin doctor but I can’t stand a midlin man of God.” If this was true 
of the men who rode the saddle pony it is even more true of the man 
who drives a car and listens over the radio. The people will go to hear 
only the man with a message regardless of distance or denomination. 
It will be necessary for further cooperation with other denominations 
as well as the consolidation of our own work into larger parishes with 
a staff of workers so that the man with a message can be freed from 
the burden of details. 

In the second place it seems imperative that we develope a more 
thorough and far reaching program of religious education. This will ne- 
cessitate specialists in the field of religious education. We have 56 Sunday 
Schools on the district giving instruction to approximately 4,000 chil- 
dren. No one can estimate their influence upon the youth of the state. 
These schools are doing good but not good enough. This year there 
have been 25 vacation church schools put on throughout the district. 
Early in the spring the pastors and some of their workers in the Lewis- 
town and Great Falls sub-districts met to plan their Vacation Church 
Schools. Mrs. Kaemmer led the discussions and offered many practical 
helps. As a result many new schools were organized and some splendid 
work done. Two special workers from Intermountain, Miss Agnese 
Orr and Harold Engdahl have been visiting the people of the smaller 
communities and conducting a two weeks school in each place. The 
promise of a director of religious education for the Area is a step in ad- 
vance and we should soon be able to afford one for the State. We feel 
that all of our Churches and Sunday Schools should be willing to take a 
Rally Day Offering for that purpose. Last year after all of our urging 
only three schools on the district specified their Rally Day Offering to 
that purpose. Two of these were in Butte and the other was at Clancy. 


; The third important need is for the development of more lay leader- 
ship. Many of our Churches are a one man Church with the preacher 
as the man. He builds the fires, conducts the Sunday School, preaches 
the sermon and though he seldom passes the collection plate he does often 
get in his car during the week and go out to collect his salary. Asa 
result the church is impoverished in leadership and the pastors talents 
and strength are dissipated. There are many noble laymen on every 
charge who need encouragement and training for the important offices 
of the church. The pastor should be their leader and not their chore 
boy. Surely Professor Rolvaag is right, there are “Giants in the Earth.” 
In this facinating book of his he has pictured the pioneers who pushed 
back the wilderness and transformed the playground of the buffalo and 
the Indian into the bread basket of the world. We have met many of 
those giants here in Montana and we feel that they should be given a 
man-sized task if the work of the Kingdom is to succeed. During the 
past year we have sought to enlist the laymen in visitation evangelism 
as well as in the financial program of the church. Next year we should 
like to see the pastors major in developing this lay leadership. 


Some Items of Progress on the Charges 
_ Anaconda, looked too difficult for Brother Muirden, who made one 
brief trip there after his appointment last fall, and then left for greener 
pasture in another fold. Reverend J. D. Smith arrived from North 
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Dakota more than a month late and has done good work in financing 
the new parsonage. A two weeks Vacation Church School was held 
this summer and the attendance at Sunday School has been greatly 
augmented through the efforts of an absentee secretary. 


Belt, under the leadership of Brother Dodds has achieved the im- 
possible. For years they have been planning and praying for an educa- 
tional and social building but were unable to agree on the type of build- 
ing. Now it is erected and on August 4th Bishop Brown dedicated this 
splendid “Chapel of Youth” entirely free from debt. Vacation Church 
Schools were held on this circuit at Raynsford, Neihart and Monarch 
under the direction of Harold Engdahl. 


Benchland and Hobson have had a great year under the pastorate 
of M. J. Wilcox. He leads the district in per capita increase in church 
membership with 55 additions during the year. He has conducted Vaca- 
tion Church Schools at both places, led his Boy Scouts in a summer 
camp and erected a splendid log cabin on the Kings Hill Institute grounds. 


Buffalo has finally decided to trade its large parsonage with its 
troublesome debt for a smaller home nearby and thus liquidate their 
indebtedness. Brother Hammer, the pastor has pushed his way through 
the snow and mud over the largest circuit on the district. He has won 
Sere recognition throughout the Judith Basin with his cow-boy 
ecture. 


Grace Church, Butte, Edward Smith, pastor, has added 35 new mem- 
bers, placed a new electric sign on the church, and raised a total benevo- 
lence budget far in excess of their local church budget. Their World 
Service will be as much or more than last year. A ladies aid of 50 mem- 
bers raised eleven hundred sixty eight dollars during the year. 


Trinity and Mt. Bethel, with F. T. Spencer as their leader has ren- 
dered a splendid service to the poor, the sick and the unemployed on 
the hill. The Church wall at Trinity has been rebuilt and a new 
ceiling will soon be added. This is one charge on the district where all 
claims are pro-rated each month. 


Mt. View, together with the other Methodist Churches of the city 
put on a four months evangelistic program which culminated in an 
evangelistic mission with Bishop Brown as the speaker, at Mountain 
View Church. More than seventy members were received by this 
church by letter and on confession of faith. There is an increase in 
World Service giving and about $1,000 has been expended in improve- 
ments on the church and parsonage. 


Unity and Silver Bow, was left to be supplied at Conference time. L. 
E. Swanson was secured from Iowa. He has made a complete survey 
of the Silver Bow Park Section and is being asked to make a similar 
survey of Meaderville for the City Department of the Home Board next 
year. Nine new members have been added to the church. 


Cascade, B. D. Fridley pastor. A new long cabin was erected at 
Kings Hill and dedicated at Institute time. $443 was raised by the ladies 
aid, and a slight increase is reported in World Service. 


Choteau, has responded in a splendid way to the leadership of E. R. 
Kaemmer. The World Service giving was nearly doubled, a new church 
was organized at Pendroy, where plans are under way for a new church 
building. One of the best Vacation Church Schools on the district was 
conducted for four weeks at Choteau with an average attendance of 35. 

Denton, A. E. Plummer, pastor. This is one of the best church towns 
in the state, where the community still looks to the church for leadership. 
Twelve new members were added, but there will probably be a slight 
decrease reported in World Service. 
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Brady and Collins, Harry T. Stong, pastor. This charge re- 
eit i create if World Service, a membership increase of 19, improve- 
ments amounting to $1240 including the purchase of an abandoned 
church which is being moved to Collins. Two Vacation Church Schools 
have been held on the charge. Bishop Brown and J. A. Meeke spoke 
at a church picnic at Collins on August 4th. 


Fort Benton, W. P. Jinnett, pastor, has added ten new members and 
brought their World Service up to last year. _ Three Vacation Church 
Schools were held on the circuit under the direction of Miss Agnese 
Orr with an average attendance of 17. The Fort Benton league has the 
logs already for a new cabin at Kings Hill next year. 


Grass Range, under the leadership of Belle Harman has erected a 
new chapel which will be completed soon after conference. | Fourteen 
new members were added during the year, a slight increase is reported 
on World Service and a Vacation Church School of two weeks with an 
attendance of 25. 


Geraldine and Highwood have both had a profitable year under the 
pastorate of Edwin Dover. Fourteen new members were received, and 
a Vacation Church School was held at Geraldine with 38 in attendance. 
Brother Dover and family are now on their way to Boston where he ex- 
pects to take two more years of training before returning to Montana. 


The Great Falls Parish met with a severe set back following con- 
ference last fall but under the unusual leadership of the two new pastors, 
Horace Turner and Wm. Koehler confidence in the Church is being 
restored and a splendid service is being rendered. Sixty-two new mem- 
bers were received, the World Service will be nearly equal to last year, 
one hundred and sixty eight were enrolled in the Vacation Church 
School and the parsonage was completely overhauled. Next year we 
‘hope to extend the Great Falls parish to include Stockett and Sand Coulee 
on the east and Portage and Floweree on the other side of the city. The 
staff of workers will be augmented as the finances will warrant. 


The Helena Larger Parish under the direction of Martin E. Van de 
Mark reports five Vacation Church Schools, the one at St. Paul’s had 
an attendance of 100. The pastor has given himself unreservedly to 
the promotion of the larger parish program and no one has ever given 
more valuable leadership to the many institutions in and about Helena. 
The central church has suffered some because these other churches and 
institutions did not reciprocate for this splendid leadership, but the 
larger parish program has been vindicated and we trust that a better 
program of cooperation can be worked out for the ensuing year. R. R. 
Blake has had a good year at Coburn. The Coburn aid has set the pace 
for the district for with only 17 members they raised $1225. A two 
weeks Vacation Church School was conducted with an attendance of 70. 
A letter from Brother Blake states he will be unable to return to the 
state for work this year on account of his health. We wish for him 
a speedy recovery for we need his caliber in Montana. Chaplain Pippy 
has been continuing his work at Marysville and still ministers to the 
boys at Fort Harrison though the Masons saw fit to discintinue their 
work the first of the year. Miss Orr assisted in a Vacation Church 
School at Marysville this summer. 


Lewistown, L. L. Ortmayer, pastor. A special evangelistic mission 
was held before Easter with Bishop Brown as the speaker and the 
superintendent and several of the neighboring pastors assisted in the 
visitation evangelism. Thirty three were received into membership. There 
were 387 in attendance at the Vacation Church School and eleven boys 


Rie oaae Scout Camp which was conducted by the pastor and 
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Moore has been without a pastor during the year, but is now ready 
to unite with Buffalo in inviting a pastor for next year. We hope to link 
this circuit with the Benchland-Hobson charge to form a Judith Basin 
Parish with two pastors and summer worker in religious education. 


_ Stockett and Sand Coulee are being served by J. A. Martin. A new 
mine is to be opened up near Stockett this year which will give new life 
to the work. The church at Sand Coulee is being painted and redecorated. 

Sun River church has taken on a new lease of life. A fine Sunday 
School is being conducted, new pews were installed last fall. Brother 
Job Little is their faithful shepherd and Donald Baldwin has been 
“supplying the pulpit some during the summer. 

Simms and Augusta, L. E. Baldwin, pastor. Augusta is an inde- 
pendent community church and hence has little allegiance to Methodism, 
but they and the church at Simms have greatly increased their World 
Service giving. We are hoping that some adjustment can be made with 
the Congregational Church so that a larger parish can be developed 
in this irrigated valley where the Mormon Church is rapidly gaining 
in influence. 

Townsend and Radersburg at the suggestion of their pastor Lucian 
B. Jones, responded to the emergency call for World Service by sending 
in the first $100. Six members have been added during the year. The 
pastor seems to have taught the entire country side to play some kind of 
a musical instrument. He goes every where giving lessons and has en- 
listed many of them in his church orchestra. 


Valier has responded to the leadership of Joseph R. Norton in a 
splendid way. There has been an increase in World Service giving. 
new Sunday School and ladies aid have been organized in the country. 
The work at Dupuyer is completely disorganized and the property should 
be placed under the supervision of the trustees at Valier. The pastor’s 
wite has had a break in health and will be compelled to spend most of 
the winter on the coast. 

Winifred is now being served by Russell S. Scudder who comes to 
us from Drew and the New Jersey Conference. During the summer 
months he has made a census of the entire country side and conducted 
two Vacation Church Schools. This work must be continued another year. 


Winnett, E. D. Swisher, pastor. A new entrance has been built on 
the church which has changed completely the attitude of the community 
toward the church and a new porch built to the parsonage. Twenty two 
members were added to the church, the World Service giving was in- 
ereased and a Vacation Church School was conducted for two weeks. 


Our Institutions 


The Montana Deaconess School under the superintendency of Miss 
Roxana Beck has enrolled 85 boys and girls during the year. Approxi- 
mately $5,000 worth of free work has been done. The Van Orsdale 
building is now being put in shape for occupancy this fall at a cost of 
about $25,000. The death of Brother Chirgwin was a severe blow to the 
institution as well as to the church, for he was a man of great faith and 
unusual ability in securing finances. His mantle has now fallen on a man 
of mighty frame and great heart. We pledge Brother Hollett our loyal 
cooperation in this difficult field of service. 

Dr. E. J. Klemme is now concluding his five years as president of 
Intermountain Union College. The cementing of the two churches in 
this adventure in Religious Education has required unusual statesmanship 
and patience. During the five years he has seen the bonded indebtedness 
reduced from $60,000 to $42,000 and the current indebtedness reduced 
from $75,000 to about $14,000. Under his administration the endowment 
has increased from $97,000 to $156,236. In addition other funds have 
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been added for Student Loans, Scholarships and Gymnasium totaling 
$12,714. The yearly increase in the assets of the college have averaged 
$30,150 per year. The scholastic standing and accrediting of the school 
has been lifted and the enrollment increased. This splendid record of 
achievement has demonstrated Dr. Klemme’s ability as a business ad- 
ministrator as well as an educator. We wish him every success In his 
new fields of labor. 

The Great Falls Deaconess Hospital has enjoyed another year of 
progress under the superintendency of Miss Augusta Ariss. A new 
half million dollar addition is now under construction. This was made 
possible by the income of about $225,000 from the Spencer estate and 
a campaign throughout the city early last spring. 

The Lewistown hospital site is now free from indebtedness due to 
the persistence of Reverend Belle Harman. We are now advising that 
the project be allowed to rest until the other hospitals are freed from 
their financial burdens and the Conference shall decide upon some action. 


A year ago the trustees of the Butte Deaconess Hospital reported 
that since they had been operating at an annual loss of $6,000 they felt 
that unless the Conference could provide ways and means of continuing 
the institution it should take steps to meet the indebtedness and close 
the hospital. The Annual Conference responded by sending R. C. Edging- 
ton there as the general superintendent for six months of the year. Miss 
Bane and her faithful assistant Miss Meneley were secured to manage 
the hospital, the nurses training school was discontinued, a splendid 
clinic of doctors was organized and as a result the hospital took on 
new life. They cared for 375 patients during the first eleven months, 
spent $727 for repairs, paid all of the running expenses of the institution 
and had a balance in the bank on August Ist of $912. New faith has been 
established in the hospital and the report of Brother Edgington will show 
that considerable of the old indebtedness has been cleared off, 

The Kings Hill Institute was never better. The enrollment was 
large, the spirit splendid and the faculty unsurpassed. We appreciate 
the wise and congenial leadership of our new Dean, Jesse W. Bunch. 


In many ways this has been a trying and strenuous year. Two 
charges were left to be supplied when the appointments were read and 
two others were left vacant shortly after Conference. The early part of 
the year was spent in getting acquainted with the churches and their 
problems throughout the district. Practically three months of the year 
was given to evangelistic work. During the month of April we made a 
flying trip over the entire district with Dr. Pflaum of Chile in the inter- 
est of World Service. We have been on the road practically all of the 
time but we are thankful for good health and appreciative of the pastors 
and their good wives who have known how to make a home for a man 
without a home. Because of this splendid fellowship we have taken 
courage and pressed foreward.

For many years we have been attending the sessions of the Annual 
Conference and listening among many other things to the reports of the 
District Superintendents. We have noted that the reports generally be- 
gan with rather fulsome expressions of appreciation for the fellowship 
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of the pastors, the hospitality of the parsonages, the kindness of the 
ministers’ wives, ete. We confess to thinking at least sometimes that 
these were mostly pious phrases with which to begin a somewhat tedious 
recitation of facts, figures, and events. After dull days and weary nights 
on dusty, swaying, bumping, trains, and tedious waiting at unattractive 
railroad stations, and then being greeted with a friendly hand of fel- 
lowship, welcomed to the happy parsonage family circle, sharing fine 
dinners, and resting in comfortable parsonage beds with the loan of the 
despised but indispensable alarm clock we are ready to repent of our 
former cynicism and confess a sincere appreciation of what these state- 
ments from the superintendents have meant. And if some of you 
preachers listening now think that these statements are simply filling 
time and space I hope that some time you may be sentenced to serve 
time on one of these vast districts if for no other reason in order that 
you may learn the real meaning of this paragraph that always appears 
in some form in the District Superintendent’s report. 


Pastoral Supply and Service 


As a result of the wise and careful administration of my predecessor 
and the cabinet at the last session of the conference I found every charge 
of the district supplied with a pastor and not a single change has been 
necessary during the year. The Wibaux Church was left vacant by the 
said and tragic death of Brother and Sister Sifert by drowning in June. 
By occasional supplies and the efforts of the folks themselves the work 
cf the church has been kept going during the summer. Rev. F. M 
Latham asked to be relieved from pastoral duties during the week days 
at Hardin so that he might engage in secular work to supplement his 
income. He continued in charge of the church, however, as pastor oc- 
eupying the pulpit part time and the family living in the parsonage. 

Except for the death of Brother and Sister Sifert at Wibaux already 
referred to, there have been no deaths in the parsonage homes. There 
have been remarkably few cases of serious illness. Brother W. M. 
Ewing of Miles City underwent a major operation in the Miles City 
hospital in June. He made a remarkably rapid recovery and was back 
at his work in a few weeks and is now fully recovered. Mrs. Ernest 
Mills, wife of our pastor at Whitehall, spent some days in the hospital 
in Butte and is now enjoying good health again. Mrs. F. M. Latham of 
Hardin spent some time in the Billings Hospital and while her health is 
improved she does not yet enjoy good health. Since this report was 
started Brother Aden T. Peck has been admitted to the Deaconess 
Hospital in Billings where he expects to be detained several weeks for 
treatment and will not be able to attend this session of the Conference. 

Brother J. A. Barns, pastor of the Federated Church at Three Forks, 
has been in poor health for the past two months and was for some time 
in the hospital at Bozeman and later at Butte and is now at his home in 
Belgrade. With these exceptions all the appointments on the district 
carried through the year without change or interruption. 

Only one parsonage home has been visited by the stork during the 
year. A new son came to the Hannans at Red Lodge. 


Buildings and Equipment 

Normal material prosperity has prevailed throughout the District 
‘during the year. Aside from the reverses suffered by the Wibaux 
community because of the flood, there have been no serious economic 
reverses. Detailed statements of buildings and improvements and debt 
payments will be given by the pastors and the figures will appear in the 
statistical columns of the printed minutes. This report, therefore, needs 
only deal with the more outstanding projects and a general summary 
of material progress. 
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new church has been built and dedicated during the year. 
Nore of Glendive about fifty miles is the town of Richey. Under 
the pastorate of Rev. Cecil Hannan a cement basement was built about 
seven years ago. For these years this basement has served as the only 
church of the community. Under the leadership of our new recruit, 
Rev. W. S. Traweek, a very beautiful and well built superstructure has 
been built at a cost of about $7,000.00, all but about $5,000 of which had 
been provided when the services closed on Dedication Days yaloeee bn 
was a great day for the Richey Community. Bishop Brown preached 
the sermon and presented the finances. It was estimated that about half 
of the folks who came succeeded in getting inside the building. An old 
fashioned barbique on the adjoining lot fed the multitude free of charge. 
In the senses of being a community enterprize and ministering to the 
whole community the Richey Church is a fine example of the community 
church. No pastor and pastor’s wife on the Yellowstone District has 
worked harder than the Richey pastor and his wife and none have had 
finer cooperation of their people and the whole community. A beautiful 
and commodious church is the monument of their labors. 


Improvements such as additions, new furnaces, repairs, painting, 
papering, and decorating, have been completed in many of the churches 
and parsonages of the District. At Pine Creek two rooms and tower 
have been added to the front of the building. New basement with furnace 
had previously been installed making this purely rural church quite 
commodious and complete. Wilsall completed a thorough program of 
repairs and redecoration. Reed Point installed a furnace purchased new 
seating and repainted. The parsonage at Laurel was completely reno- 
vated and redecorated. Brother and sister Woods determined to keep 
things warm at Harlowton, installed a new furnace in the church and a 
new heatrola in the parsonage. The Huntley Church and parsonage 
beautified with paint, cement sidewalks and improvements to lawn and 
grounds. An extensive program of repairs and repainting and decor- 
ating is in process of completion at Dillon. Other places improvements 
tco numerous to set down in detail have been accomplished are: Forsyth, 
Billings, Bozeman, Roberts, Park City and no doubt others that have not 
been brought to my attention. While we have some churches and 
parsonages that appear somewhat run down and neglected it is gener- 
ally true that our folks are inclined to extend and improve their 
property and keep pace with the material development of their several 
communities. For most all of this building and improvement the money 
has been raised and paid. Very little debt has been incurred. In the 


matter of material property the tendency is distinctly in the direction 
of progress. 


Progress has also been registered in the reducing and full payment 
of debts. Brother Fred Fulford has continued his consistent record of 
successful financing by completely removing the debt of about $4500 that 
he found on the Roundup Church. Forrest Werts marked the first year 
ot his pastorate at Billings by reducing the church debt from $5,900 to 
$3,500. The Fairview Church has brought the debt on the new parson- 
age bought four years ago down to $1,000 and have been granted a loan 
for this amount by the Home Board. Brother Hardy and his fine, opti- 
mistic, hard-working folks at Sidney are cheerfully and successfully 
handling the debt on their church and parsonage. The total is now 
something over $1,100. Debt reductions have also been accomplished 
at Laurel, Miles City, and Glendive. 


With the fine new church at Richey completed we still have two 
basement churches on the District, at Roundup and Hardin. In both 
of these places it is becoming increasingly urgent that churches be built 
in order that adequate programs may be conducted, the moral of our 
people might be maintained and our mission fulfilled in the community. 
In neither place, however, do our people feel equal to the undertaking 
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without substantial outside help. Thus far that help in adequate pro- 
portions does not seem available and there seems nothing to do but to 
hold steady and wait a more favorable season. Other points on the 
District where our property equipment is becoming more and more evi- 
dently inadequate are at Livingston, the gateway to the National Park, 
and Dillon, the seat of the State Normal College. Building projects at 
both of these points have been subjects of serious consideration and dis- 
cussion. At both of these points the next building projects should be 
of considerable scope and dimentions so as to meet the needs for many 
years. Thus far neither place has reached the point of action. In both 
places the need will become more urgent with each passing month and 
action cannot long be delayed without serious results to our work. 

The flood at Wibaux completely destroyed the parsonage and did 
some damage to the church. The parsonage was a total loss as well 
as all the damage to property in the community as there was no flood 
insurance. Application has been made to the Board of Home Missions 
for an emergency donation of $1,000 and your superintendent recommends 
further assistance from District Funds to help the Wibaux folks to 
rebuild their parsonage. If assistance of this nature is offered they 
are ready to undertake the task. 

We found eleven churches not in use by us for worship or any re- 
ligious services. There are also four unused parsonages. Of these 
buildings the East Gallatin church has been sold for $300 and the money 
is available for use elsewhere on the District. Negotiations have been 
almost completed for the sale of the parsonage at Meadow Creek and 
the transaction needs only the endorsement of this conference. The sale 
price is $500 cash. 

The salary level of last year continued almost universally without 
change this year. Livingston increased the cash support $100. While 
the reports at the fourth quarterly conferences showed then standing 
a number of quite large deficits there was promise of most of these 
being brought up by the final annual rally. I think the final reports will 
show not more than two or three places where deficits will have to be 
reported. 

While the facts recorded above show no great forward movement 
or striking achievement as a district unit of administration it does give 
evidence of a steady holding to the task and faithful performance of 
duty. A steady holding of position sometimes requires a more intelli- 
gent understanding of conditions and a more real consecration to the 
task than does a spectacular forward movement. We would all welcome 
a great achieving forward movement but if it be our part to steadily 
ho!d the lines till the time of the great forward movement comes we can 
do that with the consciousness that we are thereby making our contribu- 
tion to the final coming of the kingdom. 


Institutions in the District 


Within the bounds of the Yellowstone District are located three 
Deaconess Hospitals, The Luccock Park Institute, and three Units of 
the State University. 

Our newest Hospital at Billings is our most flourishing Institu- 
tion. Partly because of the favorable location and a loyal supporting 
constituency; partly because of the years of faithful and efficient financ- 
ing by Dr. Charles D. Crouch; and mostly because of the exceptionally 
able management of the Superintendent, Miss Ethel Lane Guilkey and 
her capable group of associates; this hospital has surpassed the most 
sanguine hopes and expectations of all its friends from the very opening 
date. The surprising success in financing, in gain, in public confidence 
and esteem, has grown constantly during the two and a quarter years 
of operation. A very fine board of trustees deeply interested in the 
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ituti eeting regularly every month, and giving careful attention 
be eee atae of ee Peek oe the hospital, has contributed much to the 
success thus far attained. The Sidney Deaconess Hospital has sur- 
vived some periods of severe financial stress and has now come to a 
stable and constantly improving financial condition. Miss Josephene 
Stout is proving to be just the right Superintendent. Unusually fine 
cooperation is received from the county authorities and the Institution 
is steadily growing in public favor. Next to the Great Falls Hospital, 
Bozeman is the second oldest of our seven hospitals. Miss Edith Acker- 
man has been the Superintendent for fifteen years. Any institution 
directed by one personality for that length of time takes on the stamp of 
the leader. The Bozeman hospital is a beautiful institution rendering 
a high type of efficient, unselfish service. After these years of hard 
and faithful toil Miss Ackerman and Miss Linfield ask for a sabbatical 
year for well earned rest. Their places are proving hard to fill. For 
some reason the building financing of this hospital has never been 
satisfactorily completed and some difficult problems press for early 
solution. This end of the task for the past two years has been in the 
hands of Ex-District Superintendent Edgington and he will report the 
progress of his work. 


As is well known Montana Methodism is unique in the number of 
Deaconess Hospitals maintained. These institutions are not built and 
operated without requiring sacrifices and incurring problems. They 
constitute a part of the program of our church in this state of which 
we may well be proud and they should have a large place in the thought 
and work and prayers of all our ministers and people. 


The Luccock Park Institute this year was generally pronounced 
the best since the Institution was founded. All records were surpassed ° 
in registration. The new chapel was built this summer and is paid 
for and a substantial sum available for further improvements next 
summer. The permanency of the institution is now assured and we 
should plan for a larger use of the grounds for Sunday School Institutes, 
Conference Sessions, etc. Much credit is due Glen Maris, Institute Man- 
ager, Rev. A. P. Aiton, and the other Livingston people who are putting 
sc much into this enterprize. 

The three Units of the Montana University within the bounds of the 
district are the Easter Montana Normal College at Billings, the State 
Agricultural College at Bozeman and the State Normal College at Dillon. 
These institutions with their student bodies numbering more than a 
thousand, with about one third of them Methodists, offer an oppor- 
tunity and a responsibility to our churches located at these centers. There 
is thus far no Wesley Foundation or other organized student work at any 
of these places. It is left entirely to the pastors in these churches to 
furnish whatever of instruction and guidance these students receive in 
their religious lives. In this important task over and above the regular 
duties of their churches they should have the sympathetic and active co- 
operation of our pastors and people throughout the state. 


A District Program 


Many items suggest themselves as a result of the years activities in 
connection with the interests of the churches from Fairview to Dillon. 
One year’s experience fourteen years ago helped a little in getting the 
feel of the task, But for the most part it has been learning a new job. 
Despite the plainly expressed opinions of some we are ready to declare 
that it is a man’s sized job. A church with a closely knit organization 
and a carefully coordinated world wide program requires for the main- 
tenance of the organization and the success of the program, a great deal 
of careful and continuous administration. This fact I believe is never 
fully appreciated till one has had some experience in this end of the 
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work. We soon learned that it is a part of our task to become inf 
concerning the World Wide Program of the church and become erento 
to the wisdom and value of that program and then transmit in some 
way that. information and inspiration to the pastors and churches of 
the district. This process involved a week’s trip to Evanston with 
numerous conferences and continuous correspondence. We in turn sought 
to make this program real and to our pastors and churches through the 
District Conference Institute at Great Falls, a series of five group 
meetings across the district, personal visits to all the churches, and con- 
timuous conferences and correspondence with the pastors, 


] On the other hand twenty of the twenty seven charges of the Dis- 
trict are through the superintendent connected with the general church 
organization through missionary appropriations for pastoral support do- 
nations and loans for church buildings and debt raising. There is a 
continuous call for information concerning the pastors and the many 
departments and phases of the church activities for the central offices 
of the different Boards. This year’s experience has fully persuaded 
this superintendent that the task to be fully met requires all and more 
of physical energy, vision and intellectual and spiritual resources than 
he has to give. The work has proved interesting and challenging and 
there is always more to be done. 


Observations and Conclusion 


In reading over a number of printed reports of superintendents of 
former years I observe that it is the custom in the last paragraph to tell 
what is the matter with the world in general and the Methodist Church 
in particular and how it is all to be remedied. Having been a District 
Superintendent but one year I am not conscious of having accumulated 
sufficient wisdom to state and answer these questions. Furthermore I 
have observed that but little attention has been paid to these wise 
pronouncements in the past and very little that has been advised has 
ever been done. So far therefore as the practical value of this report 
is concerned it might just as well be terminated here. But in order 
not to be too much of a non-comformist I will set down in conclusion 
some suggestions that have been formulated in my mind as a result 
of this year’s experience. These suggestions will be of a practical nature 
suggesting possible methods of greater achievements as individual 
preachers and churches and as a great cooperative institution. 


1. A more genuine and enthusiastic spirit of cooperation among the 
pastors toward each other and the common program of the church. There 
is to no small extent a synical and critical attitude on the part of pastors 
and people toward the so-called overhead program and organization of 
the church and that the financial support of the general program of the 
church is an unwelcome and grudgingly paid tax for the privilege of 
being a Methodist church. If this interpretation is true then a speedy re- 
form should be instituted. If the World Service Program of the church 
and the so-called overhead organization are the channel and method 
of effectively carrying on the work of the Kingdom then we should 
enter into it with whole-hearted cooperation. 

2. In the field of religious education is the greatest promise of 
future progress and achievement and the weakest part of our present 
program. The proposal for a Religious Educational Director is a step, 
if only a small step, in the right direction. 

3. There is need of a more statesmanlike administration of mis- 
sionary funds both for maintenance and church extension. The Helena 
Area is still a missionary field and is at that period of development when 
larger investments of funds will bring great results for the future. These 
funds should be so administered as to make possible concentration of 
larger amounts in important places. 
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4. A clearer and more exalted vision of the important and indispens- 
able mission of the church and the minister in the community. This 
vision of the rightful place of the church in the community would 
result in more dignified and better kept physical plants, a more 
compelling and adequate church program, and more effective preach- 
ing. If the preacher does not have this vision how can the people have 
it. With this vision all difficulties and obstacles can be overcome and 
kingdom victories achieved. Ours is not a diminishing but an expanding 
task. The church is not an institution of the past but of the future if so 
be that we adjust our thinking and our program to the needs of the 
future. Jesus Christ is not in the centuries gone by. He is out yonder 
in the centuries to come. The future is ours if we follow Him.

REPORT OF CONFERENCE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 


Schools and Colleges 


To establish a more favorable and equitable balance between the 
material forces of our present civilization, and the moral and spiritual 
forces essential to safety, we believe that Christian education offers a 
means and a method. For this reason we ask the support of Montana 
Methodism to the following resolutions: 


1. Resolved: That we again voice our unswerving loyalty to In- 
termountain Union College, and pledge the administration and faculty 
our hearty support in their endeavor to maintain Christian Idealism in 
our state. Surely none of us would withhold our utmost efforts in be- 
half of this school which has been turning back into our communities a 
constant stream of pastors, Christian teachers, and lay workers in our 
churches. 


It is our conviction that every effort should be made to secure at the 
earliest possible date sufficient endowment to enable the college to satis- 
fy fully all the standards of the accrediting agencies of the country. To 
this end we will cooperate with the officials of the institution in the 
collection of pledges both for endowment and for the gymnasium fund. 


To Dr. E. J. Klemme who is now retiring from the presidency of 
Intermountain after five years of outstanding effort and achievement, 
we express our very real appreciation for his work among us and extend 
to him our best wishes for his success and happiness in his new field 
of endeavor. 


We recommend that a day be fixed by the administrative officers 
when the challenging needs of the College shall be presented to every 
Methodist congregation in the State, and the effort made to enlist money 
and students for the school. We recommend the appointment of a com- 
mittee of three (one from each district) to act with a like committee 
from the Presbyterian Synod, to plan A DEFINITE FORWARD STEP 
and present same to the Board of Trustees.

Who can measure up to the needs of our 
Juniors as they delightedly and expectantly step out into an organization 
of their own in the church, our Intermediates with developing interest- 
ing talents and their desire to be ‘grown ups’, or our Seniors, who whiie 
hiding away their thoughts and desires in their hearts, are yearning for 
guidance in the attainment to their highest and best? 


Oh church of God, Oh ministers of an all sufficient Gospel, shall 
we not accept the challenge? Shall we not remember the suggestion of 
our bishop that above all they need the help and example of pure adult 
life? Must we not face the fact that the outstanding disease of youth 
is not of their own courting but that which was so aptly described as 
parent-ities (the lack of consciencious parental guidance). 


Our Institutes offer a splendid cpportunity for the rounding out of 
our years work in their behalf. This year of 1929 showed too great a 
lack of preachers at these camps.

4. The youth of this generation are unacquainted with the evils of 
the old legalized liquor traffic and are therefore, susceptable to the 
vicious propaganda so shrewdly directed to deceive and confuse. Let 
Pastors and Church School superintendents provide for an adequate pro- 
gram of Temperance instruction in every church and Sunday School. 


5. The worthy goals of the modern program of week day Religious 
Education is a challenge which the future must meet. We should study 
opportunities and resources in our local fields with a view to inaugurate 
this movement wherever and whenever conditions give promise of success.

FOUNDATION WORK AT OUR STATE UNIVERSITY 


History records the fact that our institutions of higher learning 
were cradled and nurtured in the arms of the church. It is only fair 
and right that these institutions should recognize the place, the work 
and the worth of the church in building the foundations of character and 
of life in the state. This our state institutions have done and our foun- 
dation work at many of our university centers is tangible proof that the 
church is ready to accept its trust. Chancellor M. A. Brannon and 
President Clapp have given to the foundation work at our State Uni- 
versity every possible consideration. 


In a student body numbering some 1459, approximately 72% or 
1084 have membership in or preference for some Christian Church. Of 
this number, 203 or about one-seventh, are of Methodist persuasion. 
Many of them come to the University with high ideals of life and service, 
and I submit that some of the richest characters that I have ever known 
in college circles are to be found on our campus. Miss Helen Griffin 
sailed last Saturday for Foochow, China, where she will have charge of 
the Department of Biology in Hwa Nan College for girls. Miss Griffin 
represents not only a high type of character; she possesses unusual per- 
sonality and is qualified to give the work a superior and efficient direc- 
tion. On the other hand, many students arrive at our school, join the 
ancient order of cliff-dwellers and no amount of friendly service can per- 
suade them into the fellowship and life of our churches. Some gather 
a smattering of psychology or of science, lose their perspective and so 
far as the church is concerned, are out of circulation. In increasing 
numbers, our universities should return into the life of the state a stream 
of youth, qualified to serve their state and church; service-minded youth 
governed by high motives and with unquestioned loyalty to the nobler 
purposes of life. Ours is no small task. 


May I briefly sketch the field of contacts thru which the work of 
the Interchurch Student Pastor is carried on. We have no building to 
serve as a center, so our home is marked “open house.” It is a matter 
of very personal satisfaction that the students in increasing numbers 
are making our home a center of their interests. Many contacts come 
thru the office, thru personal conferences, committee meetings, and the 
loan of books. My church contacts are multiplied by the fact that I 
work cooperatively with all the churches and intensively with three of 
them; the Baptist, Presbyterian and Methodist. On the campus, I work 
primarily with three organizations: The Fellowship group, the Inter- 
national Club and the Campus Religious Council. I have done some 
teaching and tutoring, have promoted a Faculty Religious Forum, a facul- 
ty and preachers’ volley ball program, a go-to-church month, radio pro- 
grams and social activities of various sorts. Discussion groups were held 
in the boys’ and the girls’ dormitories. Our Gospel Teams served the 
churches in Missoula and in the surrounding country. Our Fellowship 
group took full charge of the Mission Sunday School at Milltown. We 
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sent a representative group to the Y. Conference at Seabeck and to the 
various church assemblies and institutes in the state. I have welcomed 
every possible task that promised contacts with student or faculty mem- 
bers. We are now engaged in promoting a church and campus confer- 
ence at Seely Lake just preceding the opening of the fall term of school. 
At this Conference, our church and campus leaders hope to front and 
analyze our whole task and opportunity and to plan our program to meet 
the needs we find. 

Let it be said that ours is a task of unsurpassed interest. We have 
not reached the place where we can advertise as did a certain college 
to this effect, “Our college is two thousand feet in altitude and eight 
miles from every form of temptation.” We have reached the place where 
we can promise Christian fellowship for those who would welcome it and 
character achievement for those who are willing to pay the price. Our 
churches are alive to their responsibilities to the student body. My col- 
league of the Methodist church, Dr. C. M. Donaldson, is a brother be- 
loved and a pastor and preacher of the first order. My predecessor, 
Rey. William Young, laid a foundation of deep and significant worth. 
We are happy at the task.

The two figures mentioned indicate the change that has taken place 
during the five years of my incumbency as President. 
Campus increased from 27A to 33A. 
Gymnasium from nothing to $5,187.00. 
Student loan from nothing to $2,327.70. 
Current debt decreased from $75,000 to $9,000. 
Bonded debt decreased from $60,000 to $42,000. 
The profit in the book store this year is $213. 
Bible study endowment from nothing to $30,000. 
The endowment increased from $97,000 to $156,236. 
. The profit in the dormitory and dining hall this year is $660.14. 
10. Insurance increased from $60,000 to $106,100, with little in- 
crease in premiums. 
To summarize: There has been added to the assets of the college 
$150,750 in the five years, or $30,150 per year.

BILLINGS DEACONESS HOSPITAL 


Dear Bishop and Brethren: ; 

In presenting this my seventh annual report, which covers seven 
and a half years as Superintendent of construction and Executive ae oa 
tary of the hospital, I first desire to thank Almighty God that He has 
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spared my life to see the hospital completed and performing a most 
wonderful service. aah 

The Billings Deaconess Hospital already holds an influential position 
in Eastern Montana and Northern Wyoming. Born of a deep and human 
need and potent with the possibility of rendering necessary service to 
thousands, it occupies a strong place in the hearts of many people. Dea- 
coness Hospitals are not operated for private gain, they are established 
for the public good, saint and sinner, rich and poor, all alike receive 
Christian treatment, and Billings Deaconess is thankful to be able to 
report that during the year we have rendered free work to the extent 
of $3,215.45. This does not include unpaid bills for services rendered. 


Miss Ethel Lane Guilkey, our most efficient superintendent, is to be 
congratulated for her able management. To take hold of a new institu- 
tion in a new location in a city which already had a very large hospital, 
gather together her workers, meet a strange staff of physicians, and 
harmoniously gain favor and conduct the affair as she has in such a 
marked manner, does not need any further comment. In addition to 
meeting her overhead expenses, when due, she has been able to pay to the 
treasurer of the board of trustees this conference year the sum of 
$6,818.94 besides purchasing some equipment for the hospital and fur- 
nishings for the nurses’ home. Her family now consists of forty-five 
persons, a large, busy, efficient, force of workers all engaged in a 
great humanitarian service. 


During the year God has blessed us in many ways and honored our 
efforts to increase efficiency in every department. He has also en- 
abled me to carry on the work incidental to my office and to raise in 
cash the sum of $15,000.00, this in addition to the amount given by the 
superintendent as noted above. This makes a total of $235,435.00 in 
cash raised in the seven and a half years, an average per year of 
$31,390.00. The $75,000.00 bonded indebtedness is not included in this 
amount. 


We have also been able to reduce our bonded indebtedness from 
$75,000.00 to $70,000.00. all interest is paid to date and all furniture and 
equipment free from indebtedness. The property as it now stands is 
valued, conservatively, at $308,100.00. 

Miss Guilkey will make a further report of the work in general 
of the hospital which I am sure will prove most interesting, showing a 
wonderful work performed by our youngest “House of Healing.” 

In conclusion I desire to express my hearty and sincere thanks 
to the Board of Hospitals, Homes and Deaconess Work, to my brethern 
of the ministry who have assisted me in so many ways, and to all others 
who have helped make these results possible. And last, but not least, 
to my wife who from the beginning has been a faithful helpmate and 
a great source of encouragement, through it all.

BOZEMAN DEACONESS HOSPITAL 


Bishop, Brethren and Sisters: 


However much I may have been tempted and tried, the sin of over- 
work and long reports has never overcome me. 

In the beautiful little college city of Bozeman we have one of 
the most beautiful, modern, well-kept hospitals of the Northwest. A 
long report might well be written about the cleanliness, orderliness, 
training school, beautiful grounds, lives saved, souls encouraged—all the 
direct or indirect result of the tireless, sacrificial service of Miss Acker- 
man and her able helpers through fifteen years. 
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The property is valued at $225,000, against which there are yet 
$47,000 in bonds and $4,100 floating indebtedness (note at the bank. 
This Seems a small amount, but I shall show you presently it is very 
disturbing. 

I have given five months to Bozeman this past year, gathered in 
$8,231, a little more than $2,000 being new money and $3,100 new sub- 
scriptions. We have in uncollected subscriptions considerably more than 
$12,000, $8,000 of which is due or will be due before October 15. The 
expense, including salary, was $1,640. 


The present hospital was built ten years ago, at which time the above 
mentioned bonds were issued and sold locally—chiefly to one man who 
a few years ago was compelled to sell them and they are now scattered 
to the four winds, but none of them lost. They fall due September ls 
and because of peculiar conditions, unless this conference endorses a 
new bond issue it cannot be obtained and unless some different plan 
of procedure can be arrived at this would be but postponing the evil 
day. It is not presumptuous to say that I know the pulse of the Board 
of Trustees and community. A lot of things enter into this peculiar com- 
plication. Unsuccessful campaigns have been launched again and again; 
to use the words of the president of the Board, “The community has been 
milked dry.” They have been giving for the past ten years and gradu- 
ally it has dawned that they were simply paying interest and insurance 
which will go on forever—except the $7,000 we have paid the past two 
years scarcely anything has been paid on principal. 

Six years ago when I was district superintendent I inaugurated 
a different type of plan. With the assistance of Dr. Crouch we found 
enough people who agreed to pay $100.00, $50.00 or $25.00 a year to 
pay the interest, viz., $4,000 a year for four years or until such time 
as it seemed wise to put on another campaign. At that time at the sug- 
gestion of the Board I went to the superintendent of the hospital and 
urged that out of the earnings of the hospital $1,000 a year be set aside 
to pay on the indebtedness. This I was told could not be done. And 
assuming that it could not, the Board and community are not convinced 
of that fact and are demanding that the institution assist in paying off 
its obligation. The attitude of the community finds expression in the 
bonding companies and private individuals to whom we have written re- 
garding the loan. They are not willing to depend on public subscription 
for their interest. 

The problem now is: Is a half loaf better than none at all? Is it 
possible for a few years for the hospital out of an earning of from 
$35,000 to $40,000 a year to set aside at least $4,000 to apply on indebted- 
ness? This I do not presume to know, but I do know that if it can do 
this and at the same time take the Board into its confidence and counsel, 
a plan can be evolved whereby the community will augment this above 
amount by from $1,500 to $2,500 a year. 

Bishop, finding fault with no one but myself I feel I must honestly 
and clearly place these facts before this Conference. Fifty thousand 
dollars is a small amount against the Bozeman property, but unless 
this Conference shows a disposition to co-operate with the board of 
trustees and the community, in thirty days from September 1, bond 
holders will begin foreclosure proceedings. ' 

The majority of the pledges due September 1 will not be paid until 
the subscribers know what is going to be done.

That this Conference does hereby endorse and guarantee pay- 
ment of said loan, with the understanding that the interest on said bonds 
shall be paid out of the earnings of the said hospital. 


BUTTE DEACONESS HOSPITAL 


Before leaving the seat of Conference last year, having been ex- 
cused on Saturday by the Bishop, I was approached regarding the Butte 
Hospital. I replied that I would not attempt to pay off the indebtedness 
if the hospital was closed but if it remained open I would see what I 
could do. I knew nothing more of this until the following week when 
I was called from Butte and asked to meet the Board. 

I came over September 8 and remained until the fifteenth. The 
Board gave me a glad hand, their confidence and a free hand. I found 
a well equipped office for which we were paying $35.00 a month and a 
young lady stenographer receiving $18.00 a week. I closed the office, sent 
back the furniture, took back a lot of letter trays, ink wells, etc., and 
dismissed the stenographer. 

I then visited the hospital and learned that Miss Childerhose was 
very anxious to be relieved of the superintendency. I recommended that 
her resignation be accepted and that Miss Bane and Miss Meneley be 
invited to come to Butte. The Board were agreeable and we sent for 
the district superintendent to bear the brunt of things and save our heads 
from the Bishop’s axe. By the good judgment of the Bishop and district 
superintendent, Butte Deaconess Hospital came under the able supervision 
of Miss Bane and Miss Meneley. 

Of Alexander Hamilton it was once said, “he touched the dead 
corpse of public credit and it sprang to its feet; he smote the rock of 
national resources and abundant streams poured forth.” 

In a few short months these girls brought order out of chaos, res- 
urrected the dead, instilled confidence in the living and established 
credit. 

I was in and out of Butte several times getting acquainted with 
conditions. Early in January I took up my permanent abode in the 
snow-crowned, sun-kissed, beautiful, quiet, spiritual city of Butte. 

I found most people very anxious that I make a success, hoping 
thereby to be able to collect their bills. 

. Some of the most difficult to overcome were: the general impression 
that the Hospital was going to close, that no small hospital could pos- 
sibly be self-supporting, that the hospital was running behind $6,000 a 
year; it ran behind $9,000 last year. 

I saw no way to change these impressions except by the help of the 
women. Telephone, telegraph, tell a woman. For a month I did little 
else than call on the ladies; don’t get jealous, boys. We created a new 
organization known as “Friendship Service Chain.” A fine organization 
was launched. Too much praise cannot be given to that fine group of 
about 100 women, headed by Mrs. L. C. Meyers and her ten able vice- 
presidents. For two months they talked hospital and got it on the hearts 
of people. Then we went into the show business and put on “The Tailor 
Made Man” in the Broadway Theatre. Rev. Aiton came over and directed 
the play. It was an all-star cast of Butte’s most prominent people. Be- 
sides the tremendous amount of publicity it netted over $700.00. 
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For the first time in the history of the hospital we have formed a 
staff and have as members thirteen of Butte’s best physicians and 
surgeons. 


k Thus in various ways we have gotten the hospital into the think- 
ing of the people. The future is hopeful. 

We started the year without a dollar of pledges and have to exceed 
$1,000. in pledges now, all due before January 1. We have raised 
$9776 in cash. 

; The plan in mind is to perfect a man’s organization to cooperate 
with the Friendship Service Chain and by a joint effort raise $25,000 
within the year. This will relieve all embarrassment and reduce the 
indebtedness to the place where it can easily be cared for.

FRANCES MAHON DEACONESS HOSPITAL 


Annual Conference Report, Aug. 1, 1928-July 31, 1929 

This Conference year has been one of augmented opportunity for 
service by the Frances Mahon Deaconess Hospital, since 787 have en- 
tered the institution for treatment; an addition of 170 more than the 
previous year, or more than 27 per cent. This increased the daily aver- 
age by 3, making it 19, totalling 6945 days care, a cost of $3.71 per day. 
(A few days in December the capacity of 30 was taxed by 35 patients.) 
There were 262 operations performed and 96 births. The death rate was 
less than 3 per cent. 

Receipts for the year were $25,686.40 and expenditures amounted to 
$25,619.14. Of this total $4,571.39 has been invested in improvements, 
furnishings, fixtures and repairs. Included in this was coal stoker, water 
softener, smoke stack, water piped to the barn and laboratory—for 
which a basin was donated, large locked file cabinet, desk and chair for 
office, the redecoration of two rooms at the nurses’ home, and repairing 
and painting as needed through the hospital, especially the whole base- 
ment floor which had been twice flooded since the last coats of paint. 
Sinking fund, $938.04. 

A dirt dike was constructed by the city last fall which should pre- 
vent future floods and stop the damage previously suffered by our 
buildings. 

Gravel for the driveway was secured for the hauling for the most 
part, and much of the labor was given as payment on an old account. 
Cement blocks were donated which make a better entrance for patients 
from cars. Then rose beds and other flowers, and a fish and water-lilly 
pond have been a source of joy to the resident family and guests. 

Four students have entered the school of nursing since the last re- 
port, one was married and discontinued training, so there are now seven 
enrolled, one of which number is taking affiliation work at the Montana 
Deaconess Hospital. Three girls are planning to enter next month. 

Miss Feland, the superintendent of the hospital and training school, 
took six weeks work at the University of Minnesota this summer. 
There are three other graduate nurses on the staff. 
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It is our hope that some of the difficulties encountered this year 
have been overcome, and that we shall be able to go forward to real 
Christian achievement to the glory of our precious Lord.

In bringing to you the report of the Montana Deaconess Hospital 
of Great Falls, Montana, for the past year, we are happy to say that we 
are in the fulfilment of prophecy of the larger, greater institution of 
healing, Under the continued efficient superintendency of Miss E, A. 
Ariss, the hospital has had another year of continued prosperity; in fact, 
the success has been embarrassing inasmuch as the hospital has been 
filled to overflowing nearly all of the time. Sick folks have come to 
be healed; those with broken bones and bruised bodies have come to 
be made whole again. 

At last we are seeing the silver lining to the cloud of uncertainty 
which was hanging over us a year ago, for our new Spencer Memorial 
addition will soon be inclosed. Last year we reported to the Confer- 
ence that the Court had decided the Spencer Estate in favor of the 
hospital. Mr. Sam Spencer in his will named three trustees to make 
proper distribution of his Estate: Sam Stephenson, Harold Hoover, and 
H. P. Brown, all prominent citizens of Great Falls, and all very much 
interested in our hospital work. 

You will be interested in the financial status of the building funds up 
to the present time.

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SIDNEY DEACONESS HOSPITAL 


Another hospital year’s work, from July 1st, 1928 to July 1st, 1929, 
has been completed. Therefore, we present our annual report to our 
“Board of Trustees”, to our community and our Annual Conference. 


While our records do not show a great financial gain, we do feel 
that the year has been a profitable one. We have experienced bless- 
ings that cannot be listed in a report of this kind. 

Since last year we have finished paying for the X-ray machine, 
have installed a frigidaire, and have recently purchased a new sterilizing 
unit. This equipment is a credit to our institution, besides being very 
necessary. 

The initial payment on the sterilizer was made possible through the 
efforts of the doctors, our board of trustees, and other friends. This is 
an expression of real community interest that will, to a greater or lesser 
degree, benefit every citizen. Accept our appreciation as workers, and 
our constant aim will be to give better service in the Master’s name. 

Number of patients in hospital July 1, 1928, 15; admitted since 
July 1, 1928, 745; Total cared for during year 760; Dismissals 742. Pa- 
tients in hospital June 30th, 18. Daily average for the year 16.8. Serv- 
ice days rendered during the year 6166. Deaths 22. Death rate 3%. 


Cash on hand July 1, 1928, $17.29. Bank Balance, $5.54. Income 
for year ending June 30th, 1929, $19,802.13. Disbursements for year 
ending June 80th, 1929, $19,775.95, leaving a balance on hand and in the 
bank of $49.18. The outstanding liabilities of the hospital are J. S. Day, 
note, $6,500.00 and preferred stock $5,000.00, making a total of $11,500.00. 
The note held by the old bank of Sidney was paid in full last fall and 
the note was burned at a regular meeting of the Board of Trustees.

MONTANA DEACONESS SCHOOL 


Dear Bishop Brown and Brethren: 


This is the ending of my four years in the interest of the Montana 
Deaconess School and this is the first time I have been called upon to 
make the annual report. Brother John Chirgwin for 17 or 18 years 
delighted in making the report, and I am sure we now appreciate more 
than ever before the noble work he accomplished for our Montana 
Deaconess School. I feel the loss of his going more than any member of 
our Conference. For three and a half years I was with him. He was 
the most optimistic man I have ever known. He never thought of dying, 
he was too busy helping little children and finishing the building, to think 
cf his own personal needs. He has left a Memorial building both for 
himself and Brother Van. 


The editor of “The Montana Standard” in a remarkable editorial, said 
that Brother Chirgwin was known to thousands of men and women 
throughout the state, in all walks of life; those grateful friends who 
knew his work and shared in some small measure his purpose will see 
that the cause to which John Chirgwin gave his life shall always be 
carried forward in unceasing and ever increasing endeavor for helping 
little children. 

Personally I am thankful to be connected with this institution so 
dear to God and the heart of man. We are finding out the saving of the 
world is the caring for the children. I have been alone in the field 
for the past year, except the help Brother O, A. White gave us early 
in the Conference year. During the year we have collected from the field 
$16,000.00. We have spent on the building $20,000.00. This will not 


complete the building, but it will give us more room so the school work 
can be better cared for. 
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The death of Brother C. B. Pfeiffer our first Vice-President is also 
an unspeakable loss to our home. ‘The home, and little children, were dear 
to him. Again and again he made his way out to the school to look after 
the interest of the children. 


; During the year we have cared for 85 children. Eight of them fin- 
ished the eighth grade and are well prepared for high school. 

We have had very little sickness amongst the children. Brother 
Spaulding’s little girl—Catherine—was taken ill the first of the new year; 
today she is well and happy. 


We have been handicapped this year working without a Superin- 
tendent, but we are happy that we can say it has been an average year. 


Miss Roxana Beck, the Principal, has been carrying a very heavy 
burden for a number of years. If the building could have been completed, 
and the money had come in to care for the needs of the children, this 
would have saved her many a heart-ache. Now she is asking for a 
year’s rest, and we are all hoping and praying that she will come back 
to us well and strong. We are looking forward to the coming of our new 
Superintendent, who is we believe, well qualified to have charge of the 
interests of the School. If it is the desire of the Bishop and the Con- 
ference, I will continue in this work for another year. 


We thank the ministers of our Conference and the good people of 
Montana for helping us carry on the good work.

In bringing to you my report I wish to express a deep appreciation 
to the Churches and to the members of Montana State Conference who 
responded so generously to our appeal at Christmas time. Many hearts 
were made happy through your efforts and gifts. I also want to thank 
Dr. C. L. Clifford for the interest and help he has given. 


A steady progress has marked the past year’s work. Aside from 
the twenty-one baptisms, the fifteen new members, and the more than 
quota of World Service money raised, the most important gains have 
been in personal contacts and in making friends. 


Successful Home Missionary work implies a knowledge of the needs 
ef the people and helping to satisfy those needs. We are now in the 
morning of the new day for the Indian. Not only is the United States 
Government more fully realizing its responsibilities to these people but 
the Church is showing signs of deeper interest. Yet in our local situation 
we are not in a position to really undertake a general service to the folk 
in our community because of lack of material resources. We need a 
new building for worship services. Not that the building is an end in 
itself but a means to an end. The appeal to the Indian must be made 
through a beautiful service under an attractive environment. Religion 
must not only be professed and believed but experienced. The new day 
must come from within. 


Our task is to prepare a place where the new day may begin and an 
environment where it will be brought to full light. We are confronted 
with a task which will make life happy where it now is dull. More than 
that we are to make life heroic where it is now commonplace. The 
Indian is an alien in his own land. His old customs and religion are 
gone. The new are not fully formed. Ours is the glorious task of 
helping create the new.

THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MINISTERS RESERVE 
PENSION FUND 
By John A. Meeke, Executive Secretary 
_ Three years ago this conference took up the task of more adequately 
financing our Conference Claimants and the writer was appointed to the 
somewhat difficult task of directing the work. 
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Our task was peculiarly difficult due to the fact th 
at we foll 
sc closely upon the Intermountain Union College campaign. Their seep 
merorovEle * a three Se ne gag plan.

of our Deaconess Hospitals, ae a ene 


It was the opinion of the Conference that three years would be 
required to complete the campaign. The Conference decided that the 
first year should be given to publicity, cultivation and quiet solicita- 
tion. This suggestion was followed as closely as possible and there was 
secured in subscriptions and cash about $17,000.00. 


_ The second year we endeavored to campaign in a larger and more 
vigorous way. We soon discovered a very strong feeling against high 
pressure methods among both pastors and laymen, this meant a slower 
method of approach and consequently took more time. 


The conference commission met from time to time and decided among 
other things, that where there was a building program in progress in any 
church, we should not enter the field. Then some churches laboring 
under a heavy indebtedness asked for postponement of the campaign. 
Notwithstanding these trying situations we were able to report for the 
second year a total in subscriptions and cash of $23,000.00. 


It is true that the Ministers’ Reserve Pension Fund is not respon- 
sible for the morale of this Conference, yet, when a layman is asked for 
a contribution to the fund he feels perfectly free to discuss the preach- 
ers from every angle. We believe that our campaign this year made a 
distinct contribution towards healing the wounds that were made in the 
heart of the church as a result of the moral delinquency of some former 
members of this conference. 


It is a well known fact that almost every church_in our conference 
is carrying a heavy financial load and the pastors are under the load 
lifting with all their might. Unfortunately, some of the men as a result 
of this pressure postponed the campaign or changed the date after our 
schedule had been arranged. This procedure worked a great hardship on 
the fund and meant a loss of valuable time. 


Changes of pastors hindered the progress of the campaign during the 
past year especially where pastors were transferred in from other Con- 
ferences. We did not feel justified in pushing our work where such 
changes occurred. There was, however, a notable exception to this rule 
in the case of the Billings zone. The campaign had been set for about a 
year and October 1 was the date. Rev. F. W. Werts the new pastor 
entered heartily into the campaign with the other workers and the 
Billings church subscribed its quota in fine style. Having overcome 
some of these handicaps we are able to report a total in subscriptions 
and cash of $25,000.00. This brings the total for the three years up to 
$65,000.00 or thereabouts. The treasurer’s report now in your hands 
shows how these funds have been distributed. 


The encouraging and pleasant features of the year’s work were many 
and worth while. Perhaps the most pleasing of these was the fine, 
cheerful, brotherly encouragement given us by Bishop Brown. The 
Bishop is a member of our General Conference Commission on the new 
plan of Pensions and Relief and is intensely interested in the success 
of this cause throughout the whole church and particularly so concern- 
ing the Helena Area. 

Another feature that cheers us is the continued encouragement and 
financial assistance we have received from the office of our General 
Board at Chicago. Last year through the courtesy of the Board we 
reaped the benefit of the expert services of Dr. B. M. Powell who worked 
with us for almost a month, the only cost to us being his expenses while 
here. Dr. Powell did very effective work and greatly endeared him- 
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self to the brethren. The inspiring presence at this session of our Con- 
ference, of Dr. W. B. Farmer, our new corresponding secretary 1s an- 
other evidence of the good-will of the General Board towards the Mon- 
tana State Conference. The cordial co-operation of our three District 
Superintendents was a real source of inspiration. It is doubtful if any 
other Conference in Methodism could report that each and every District 
Superintendent in the Conference personally solicited funds in its Pen- 
sion Campaign. It is indeed a pleasure to report that nearly one hun- 
dred per cent of the preachers are now backing up the program of the 
Conference with their influence, time and money. 

It is a great joy to be associated with the splendid Methodist men 
and women of this great Treasure State of Montana in providing a 
comfortable support for the aged pastors and widows and orphans of 
ministers, who have labored so faithfully throughout the years. We 
thank all those fine laymen who have given so generously towards this 
most worthy cause. The Conference is greatly indebted to Mr. A. C. 
Routzahn of Great Falls for the splendid service which he has given as 
treasurer of the Ministers’ Reserve Pension Fund. For three years he 
has faithfully and cheerfully fulfilled the duties of this office. The 
books are kept up to date by the most modern and business-like methods. 
He has done all of this without cost to the Conference. It is a source 
of genuine satisfaction to be associated with him in this good work of 
our church and Conference. 

Heretofore the work of solicitation has been carried on in zones. 
We believe that in order to complete the work in the coming year, it will 
be necessary to do the work of soliciting, by districts, completing the 
work of one district at a time. This plan would clear the way for the 
Deaconess School and would also make it possible to finish our cam- 
paign this year. Each District Superintendent will help on his own 
district and the teams will be made up of the District Superintendent, the 
pastor of the church where we solicit, a neighboring pastor and the 
Secretary. This has been found to be the very best plan. We earnestly 
plead for the acceptance of this program by the Conference and for the 
largest possible cooperation. We urge that all pastors accept the 
date to be set aside for their campaign, and thereby facilitate the work. 

You will be interested in a statement of our total assets from all 
sources. At present we have in the Chicago Office nearly $19,000.00 
and in the various treasuries of our Conference we have a total of 
about $4,500.00, making an approximate cash total of $23,500.00. We 
have outstanding pledges amounting to a little over $55,000.00 making 
a grand total of assets of approximately $78,500.00. 

To all who have helped in any way throughout the year, we extend 
our sincere appreciation. For the Christian faith and hope that is ours 
and for the privilege of being considered worthy of a place in the build- 
ing of the kingdom, we express our gratitude to Him, who is the giver 
of every good and perfect gift.

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SOCIAL SERVICE COMMITTEE 


In a Conference crowded with the many interests that concern the 
Methodist Church it is difficult to find time for the consideration of 
general social, moral and spiritual issues. As Christians, however, we 
should be concerned about any interest that would concern Jesus if he 
were here. Bishop McConnell has said that it is the function of the 
Social Service Commission to raise issues. Your Social Service Com- 
mittee suggests to this Conference for adoption as representing our 
Christian sentiment the following proposals: 

1. That we rejoice in the attitude and action of President Hoover in 
regard to the whole subject of armaments and the institution of war. 
We pledge him our full support and believe the sentiment of all Metho- 
dism will be in sympathy with his World Peace Program. 


2. We repeat our opposition to military training in our state educa- 
tional institutions and especially protest compulsory military training in 
the State University of Montana. 

8. We remember that Jesus was especially interested in those who 
were so unfortunate as to be in prison. We are sure that if He had 
believed that any were suffering innocently in prison He would not have 
rested until He had done everything in His power to secure justice. 
There is sufficient evidence to raise a serious question whether or not 
the men in prison as a result of the famous Centralia case are suffering 
innocently. We therefore join in the request of the Puget Sound Con- 
ference for a thorough and impartial investigation of the Centralia case. 
We also sincerely hope that Governor Young will give speedy and care- 
ful consideration to the Mooney and Billings cases in California. 

4. We recommend that all our preachers read Prof. Harry Ward’s 
recent book “Our Economic Morality.” We recommend further that our 
preachers and laymen take memberships in our Social Service Commis- 


sion.

COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE, PROHIBITION AND 
PUBLIC MORALS 


For the strengthening of the moral fibre of every member of our 
conference and for the spiritual influence and impetus we have received 
through the wholesome personality and courageous leadership of our 
resident bishop, Wallace E. Brown, we are deeply grateful. 


Less than one year ago the voting citizens of our country declared 
their intentions to “carry on” the noble experiment of Prohibition by 
overwhelmingly electing Herbert Hoover as the nation’s president. Since 
that time, President Hoover has repeatedly shown that he does not lightly 
value the nation’s mandate on the 18th Amendment. In such wise, ju- 
dicious, yet firm words and actions, which even the enemies of Prohibi- 
tion have not been able to effectively assail, President Hoover has re- 
peatedly asserted his determination to have his country’s laws observed 
and enforced. With this law observance and enforcement policy of 
President Hoover we are in entire accord and with utmost sincerity do 
we pledge him our loyal support. 7 

We talk much these days about organic unity and while we realize 
that the time “is not yet,” we nevertheless rejoice that in all matters of 
great moment the Church of Jesus Christ presents a solid front. Other 
committees will speak of such subjects as War, Industrial and Economic 
morality and so forth, but we hereby affirm our belief that in the 
matter of Prohibition, the Anti Saloon League is the right arm of a 
United Church, and until such time as it’s place can be taken by a more 
effective organization we pledge ourselves conscientiously, vigorously and 
effectively in its support, and authorize its leaders to inaugurate and 
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push a program whose purpose is to place our state once more in line 
with the great majority of loyal states which are solid in their support 
of our country’s Constitution. 


We regret deeply the fact that conditions in our state have been 
such that the leaders of the Anti Saloon League who have labored with 
such faith and courage, find themselves laboring under the strain of 
serious financial embarrassment and with all the earnestness at our 
command we urge that our Conference members rally to the support of 
the State Anti Saloon League in a material as well as a moral sense. 


Never in history have there been more peculiarly trying circum- 
stances and conditions which champions of morality and righteousness 
have had to face than those we face to day. Especially is that true 
relative to the questions of Prohibition and Law Enforcement. The 
country has literally been deluged with propaganda directed at such 
organizations as our own Board of Temperance, Prohibition and Public 
Morals, the Anti-Saloon League and kindred organizations, but we have 
been inspired, and rejoice in the fact that such stalwart leaders as 
Dr. Clarence True Wilson, Bishop Cannon, F. Scott McBride, Mrs. Mabel 
Willebrandt in our nation, and Brothers W. L. Wade and H. H. Van Val- 
kenburgh in our own state have not receded one step, but have faced the 
barrage of fire unflinchingly and are prepared to press the battle until 
Victory finally rests upon our banners. 


While deeply gratified that last November’s election resulted in such 
a great victory to the forces of prohibition throughout the nation, we 
were greatly mortified at the results in our own state. Nevertheless, 
while the blow was a serious one and we feel the effects of it in every 
township in the state, we are not discouraged. The battle is not ours, 
but God’s. We believe that the eighteenth amendment is in His Great 
Program and we urge a rallying to His Standard such as Montana has 
never before witnessed. “Be strong and of a good courage, for I, the 
Lord thy God am with thee,” and with His continued leadership we pur- 
pose to watch, work and pray until the 18th Amendment and kindred 
measures have a firm hold on the hearts of the people of our great state, 
assured that only then shall our country’s laws be properly, and ade- 
quately observed and enforced.

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VII. Memoirs 


REV. JOHN CHIRGWIN 


John Chirgwin was born in St. Just, Cornwall, June Loot tee tle 
made two trips to South America while a boy and later moved to Butte, 
Mont. It was while here that he joined the Montana Conference. Mr. 
Chirgwin was a Mason, being affiliated with the Scottish Rite bodies and 
the Shrine. His blue lodge membership was in Drummond. Brother 
Chirgwin had twice been chaplain of the House of Representatives in 
the Montana State Legislature and once of the Senate. He had a wide 
acquaintance throughout the State and was universally respected for 
his sincerity and high ideals. 


The funeral services were held at St. Paul’s Church in Helena, 
Tuesday, March 26, Rev. Martin Vandemark in charge. 


The pupils of the Deaconess School sang and Charles L. Bovard, 
C. E. Cunningham and John A. Martin spoke of his life in the ministry. 
The writer represented the church among the pall bearers. Other pas- 
tors present were R. R. Blake, John A. Meeke, Wm. Koehler, Wm. L. 
Wade and Wm. Pippy. Interment was in Forestvale cemetery, which 
already holds the bodies of many of Montana’s pioneer Methodist 
ministers. 

Our first thought—and our last—with regard to Brother Chirgwin, 
is that HE WAS A CHRISTIAN. We think of him as a true believer. 
Brought up in a cultured Christian home, his life was dedicated to the 
service of His Master. 

While a young man he came to Montana. We found him in Butte. 
One Sunday morning he handed his Church letter to Brother Bovard, and 
asked for something to do. He felt his call to the ministry. He became 
a member of our Conference in 1905. 

We cannot think of Brother Chirgwin without connecting him with 
“Brother Van.” One day Brother Van had a vision. He saw the need 
of a home for the unfortunate children of Montana. He told others of 
the vision, and John Chirgwin felt his heart responding to the cry of 
little children from many broken homes. Like Saint Paul he was not 
disobedient, and he answered “Here am I, send me”. 

For eighteen long years he dedicated his life to the welfare of 
little children. He put himself—body and soul—into the work. Scarcely 
any other death could have brought a greater loss to our Conference 
at this time. 

His work will go on. Thousands of little children will lift up their 
hearts in thankfulness because of the work of this man—John Chirgwin. 
Of course he was not perfect. He would have been the last to claim 
it. He made mistakes, as we all do. It may be said “he who never 
makes mistakes, never makes anything”. 

He did not live to accomplish all that he desired, but he lived 
long enough to do a great work. His service for the children of Mon- 
tana, is a work that will go on forever. He loved little children, he 
yearned over them They were in his thoughts, and in his heart, as he 
traveled year after year over the State, and the country. 

Whilst so much of his time was given in service for others, his affec- 
tion for the members of his own family was deep and tender. 

Only “they who love God never meet for the last time”. It has been 
a wonderful privilege for us to be associated with men like Brother 
Van and John Chirgwin,—it is for us to “carry on”.

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ARTHUR PATTERSON MORRISON 


Arthur Patterson Morrison was born in Guernsey County, Ohio, 
June 24th, 1844 and passed away at the home of his daughter, 801 Haw- 
thorne St., Fort Worth, Texas, August 6th, 1929 at the age of 85 years 
one month and twelve days. 


He was converted and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
Richland County, Llinois in 1855, was licensed to preach in Olney, Illinois 
in 1861. He entered the Southern Illinois Conference on trial in 1863, 
was ordained Deacon in 1865 and eider in 1867 by Bishop Ames. He was 
transfered to the Iowa Conference in 1868 by Bishop Janes and again 
by special transfer back to the Southern Illinois Conference in 1874 by 
Bishop Haven. After four years, again for health reasons, transferred 
to Michigan Conference by Bishop Peck, where after six years his health 
so completely failed that he was compelled to retire. After some years 
in the Supernumerary relation he took a certificate of location but was 
readmitted into the Southern California Conference in 1887. After 
four years there, was called by Bishops Joyce and Ninde on special 
transfer to the Alabama Conference. In 1893 Bishop Fitzgerald trans- 
ferred him to the Austin Conference in Texas, and stationed him at 
Tabernacle Church, Dallas, Texas. After two years in that pastorate, 
Bishop Mallalieu appointed him Presiding Elder of the Fort Worth Dis- 
trict. At the end of his second year in that position, Bishop McCabe 
lifted him to the Superintendency of The New Mexico Mission, which 
position he held for nine years during which time the Mission greatly 
prospered. Then Bishop Moore appointed him pastor of Mountain View 
Church in Butte, Montana, in the Montana Conference. Here he had a 
very successful pastorate of three years, when his health broke com- 
pletely and he was granted the retired relation which he has since held, 
doing some supply work as opportunity offered and his health permitted. 


During his work in Alabama, U. S. Grant University conferred the 
degree of Doctor of Divinity upon him. 


Dr. Morrison was married in Olney, Illinois in 1865, to Miss Julia 
A. Eidson, a descendent of an old Virginia family, the youngest of 
five sisters, three of whom married Methodist preachers. Three chil- 
dren were born unto them, one son and two daughters. The oldest 
daughter, Ruth, died in Alton, Illinois, in 1876, at three years of age. 
The son, Arthur Pearle, died in Oakland, California, in 1886, at the age 
of nineteen. The youngest daughter, Marie Faith, is the wife of Dr. 
William Rounds of Fort Worth, Texas. It was with this only living 
child that Dr. and Mrs. Morrison were making their home when he re- 
ceived his summons home. 


Dr. Morrison was the youngest of a large family, eight brothers 
and four sisters, all of whom have, with the father and mother long 
since passed to their reward. They were all members of The Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church. The father was a class leader for more than 
fifty years. Five of the eight brothers were Methodist Ministers. 


He was for more than sixty-two years a member of the Masonic 
fraternity being a Knight Templar. 


The fiftieth year of his married life was celebrated in 1915 and 
at the time of his death he and his devoted wife were in the sixty- 
fifth year of married happiness. 


Dr. Morrison was buried from the home of his daughter and son-in- 
law at 801 Hawthorne St., Fort Worth, Texas, August 7th, 1929, at 
4:30 P. M. The service was conducted by The Rev. Perey W. Beck, 
pastor of St. Paul’s Methodist Episcopal Church of Fort Worth, Texas 
to which Quarterly Conference Dr. Morrison has been assigned for the 
past year. The pastor was assisted by Mr. Geo. E. Nies who was asso- 
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ciated with Dr. Morrison in the active years of his ministry. Interment 
was in Greenwood Cemetery, Fort Worth, the burial service of the 
Masonic fraternity being used. 


REV. A. C. SNOW 


Rev. A. C. Snow, a great sufferer for a number of years, under- 
went a serious operation at Coeur D’Alene and two days later passed 
away on October 5, 1928 at the age of 78 years. 


_ Brother Snow was a local preacher who had done acceptable and 
pioneer work in many difficult places. His first work in the state was 
in Butte, where he was associated with another in an independent 
mission. He then tried farming at Tobacco Plains in the northwestern 
part of the state. He continued here for a number of years and then 
was appointed pastor at Augusta. Here his wife died. For many 
years after this pastorate he was stationed at Monarch and Neihart, 
later taking on work at Raynesford and Armington in the Belt Creek 
Valley. He built the church at Raynesford as well as other churches 
and parsonages in the state, often doing much of the work with his 
own hands. Brother Snow was a man of fine character. He was respec- 
ted and loved by all who knew him. To the end of his long life he re- 
tained the ability to draw and influence young people. As an evidence 
of his interest in them exists the Snow Memorial building at the Kings 
Hill Institute grounds. He gave the money for this building and also de- 
vised the plan by which the ground was secured. Using his skill as a 
miner, he discovered a vein of mineral and secured the 20 acres of a 
mining claim. The good which Brother Snow did, cannot be estimated. 
There are many who will grieve his going. Funeral services and inter- 
ment were at Neihart. 


MRS. JACOB MILLS 


Jennie Forest Mills was born at Topsham, Vermont, 1850. She was 
of Scotch parentage. On November 17, 1870 she was married to Jacob 
Mills, Jr. In the year 1882 Mr. Mills entered the Methodist Ministry 
and took his first charge in Ft. Benton, Montana. Here Mrs. Mills be- 
came the mistress of the parsonage, working in the varied departments 
of church work the position entailed. 

It was in the fall of 1899 we became acquainted with this Christian 
sister. Here we saw her as the mother whose wise direction not only 
trained those of her immediate household, but her gracious influence 
reached the lives of the various groups who mingled more or less in the 
home. There are preachers in this presence today who testify to this 
fact. There are others throughout our state, who tell of the help that 
came to them in the handling of the home duties by this splendid woman 
when they were guests. 

At this time the two sons were away from home, finishing school, 
preparing for life’s work. Edward Laird for the Christian Ministry 
and George for agricultural pursuits. 

The daughter, not yet through high school was the special care at 
this time, and received the same splendid home training which fitted 
her for her future place in life. 

Her church work, now presiding elder’s wife, was in the Sunday 
School, Ladies Aid, prayer meetings, Epworth League and Missionary 
meetings. Mrs. Mills was the missionary mother of the W. 105, Wis fe 
of Montana, the first Conference secretary, in fact her view served to 
have been world visioned from early days. In our own Montana she 
went about doing good, answering every appeal on every hand. Many 
such eases were never known outside those who were assisted. She 
quickly sensed needs in far away lands and as quickly answered these. 
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In fact her heart’s interests were always broad. J 

During Centenary days Mrs. Mills was one of the leading solicitors 
in behalf of the work of the Kingdom in her home church. She was the 
same councilor to whom we could always lean. At her funeral service 
Mr. Bovard characterized her thus: 

“A woman of square judgment, tolerant of opinion from whatever 
source, extreme indifference to petty things. Her love was the kind 
that sought ways and means of getting the best for the objects of her 
love.” She was an optimist—widely read, she knew some of the things 
humanity has suffered and recovered from, and that it would do the 
same over and over again till He comes, whose right it is to rule etern- 
ally.” 

One of the special delights of our church organizations in Helena 
was to have devotions led by the godly woman. These were always high 
points ‘in our meetings. She brought us so close to things eternal and 
to the Great Presence of Love whose direction she followed. 


In Montana’s development we hear often of the great things de- 
veloped by our Christian Brothers, but the record will not be complete 
without recognition of the influence and work of this good woman. 
Every church institution in our state shared her gifts and prayers and 
council. She left us the morning of December 30, after thirty-six hours 
illness. We were lonesome, but felt our lives had been enriched by 


associations with this loved friend of the years. 
MRS. CHAS. L. BOVARD 


MRS. O. A. WHITE 


Mrs. O. A. White was born December 1, 1869, in Red Oak, Iowa. 
With her parents she moved to Oregon in 1875. She earned her way 
through high school and college, and graduated from Willamette Uni- 
versity in 1894 with the highest honors of her class. On January 25, 
1894, she was united in marriage to the Rev. O. A. White, who was a 
classmate. To this union were born four sons, Irle E., Bruce E., Ivan A. 
and Oscar A. Jr. Ivan went to his reward twenty years ago. The three 
sons are all college graduates, two of them in the same university as 
their parents. JIrle and Bruce are superintendents of schools, while 
Oscar is entering the employment of the Oregon Highway System. 
For thirty-five years the Rev. and Mrs. White have been doing pioneer 
work in Idaho and Montana. In early childhood, Mrs. White became 
a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church. One of the most loyal 
and uncomplaining women that we have met in the ministry. Her joy 
was to sacrifice for others, always thinking about the other folks. She 
was a woman of great culture, as well as a wonderful educator, as she 
had taught in several high schools in the state. It was almost two years 
ago that she discovered a cancer. Immediate step were taken and 
radium used, with good results, but apparently the cancer had spread to 
her stomach. She came back to the Deaconess Hospital, February 9, 
for more treatment, but it was found that the cancer had done its 
deadly work and on the morning of February 19, with her husband by 
her side this beautiful spirit without struggle or suffering, passed 
sweetly to her reward. On Friday, February 22, the services were held 
in the Kalispell Methodist Church, under the direction of the pastor, 
A. C. Caton. The Rev. W. E. Brann of Whitefish, and District Super- 
intendent C. L. Clifford of the Glacier Park district assisted. The Rev. 
J. A. Martin of Great Falls, a friend of the family for nearly a quarter 
of a century, gave the message. Interment was at Kalispell

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BY-LAWS OF MONTANA STATE CONFERENCE OF THE METHO- 
DIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


Article I. 


BOARD OF TRUSTEES: The Board of Trustees, after the first 
year, shall number eleven, all of whom shall be over the age of twenty- 
one years and reside within the bounds of the Montana State Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church. All trustees shall be qualified 
members of said Conference, and shall be elected annually by the Con- 
ference. The trustees shall have power to fill vacancies on the Board 
occurring during the interim of Conferences. The finances, property, 
and all temporal affairs of the corporation shall be managed and con- 
ducted by the trustees. 


Article IT. 


OFFICERS: The officers of the Board of Trustees shall consist 
of a President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, all of whom 
shall be elected annually by ballot at the first meeting of the Board 
of Trustees following election of trustees by the Conference, and whose 
term of office shall terminate upon the election and qualification of 
their successors. 


Article ITI. 


A regular meeting of the Board of Trustees shall be held as soon 
as convenient, after the election of the trustees at the seat of the An- 
nual Conference, for the purpose of organization as provided in Article 
II, and for the transaction of such other business as may come before 
them. Special Meetings may be called by the president, or upon the 
written request of a majority of the trustees when not less than one 
week’s notice has been given by mail to the last known address of each 
trustee, stating the object, time, and place, of such meeting. Meetings 
may also be held at any time and place and for the transaction of any 
business that may properly come before the meeting when all of the 
trustees are present and consent thereto in writing subscribed upon 
the minutes. A majority of the full Board of Trustees shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. 


Article IV. 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS: Section 1. It shall be the duty of the 
President to preside when present at all meetings of the Board of 
Trustees, appoint committees, call special meetings of the Board as 
occasion may require, sign orders on the Treasurer for the payment of 
money, and during the interim between meetings have general supervi- 
sion of the affairs of the Board of Trustees and the corporation, and to 
execute all legal documents and papers on behalf of the corporation. 


Section 2. The duties of the Vice-President shall be to preside at 
all meetings of the Board of Trustees in the absence of the President or 
other inability to act, and to perform all other duties of the President 
in his absence or inability to act. 


; Section 8. The duties of the Secretary shall be to keep a correct 
journal of the proceedings of all meetings of the Board of Trustees 
in a record book provided for that purpose and to take charge of and 
preserve all legal papers or documents of the corporation. He shall 
deliver to his legal successor or to the Board of Trustees, when requested, 
all books, papers and documents of the corporation. 


Section 4._ The duties of the Treasurer shall be to receive and take 
charge of, under the direction of the Board of Trustees, all moneys 
received by the corporation and to pay out the same on the order of the 
President. He shall keep also an account of all moneys received by him, 
showing from what source received, and of all moneys paid out by him 
and render a full report of the transactions pertaining to the financial 
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conditions of his office to the Board of Trustees at its annual meet- 
ing and to the conference at its annual session, and at such other times 
as he may be directed to do by the Board. He shall furnish, if required 
by the Board of Trustees, before receiving any of the funds of the 
Conference, a fidelity bond in such amount as the Board of Trustees may 
direct from time to time, insuring the faithful performance of his duties. 
Such bond shall be made payable to the Montana State Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and shall be executed by a responsible 
surety company approved by the Board and the premium therefor paid by 
the corporation. All moneys of the corporation received by the Treasurer 
shall be deposited forthwith by him in some bank or other institution 
of deposit to be approved by the Board of Trustees, and he shall fur- 
nish a certified duplicate certificate of deposit to the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the Board, evidencing each deposit as soon as 
the same is made. 


Article V.

(b) The President shall appoint all Committees unless other- 
wise decided by the Conference, in which case the appointment shall 
be made by ballot or nomination, at the discretion of the Conference. 


5. Prayer, and a motion to adjourn will always be in order. 


6. The secretary shall keep a written record of the daily proceed- 
ings, and when approved by the Conference and signed by the President 
and Secretary, shall become the Official Journal without motion. 


7. The Secretary, his assistants, the Statistical secretary and 
treasurer, shall constitute a committee on Publishing Minutes, said min- 
utes to include everything necessary to make it a Conference Year Book. 


8. The Publishing Committee shall have three copies of each quad- 
rennium neatly bound, one for the use of the conference, one for the 
General Conference and one for Conference Historical Society. 


9. The Publishing Committee shall suggest to the Conference year 
by year the amount necessary to apportion to each charge and to each 
member in detached service, to defray expenses of publishing minutes. 


10. (a) No applicant for admission on trial to this conference 
shall be admitted who shall have passed the age of thirty-five, unless by 
vote of two- thirds of the conference present and voting, nor shall any 
candidate for admission into the conference on Credentials be received 
if he is past forty years, except by two-thirds vote of the Conference. 


(b) In view of the increasing number of claimants on our Su- 
perannuate Fund, the District Superintendents shall not encourage the 
transfer, and the Bishops are respectfully requested not to transfer 
any men to this Conference who are not in sound health and who are 
over forty years of age. 


11. No member shall be allowed to absent himself from a session 
of the Conference without being excused by the Conference, unless sick 
or othrwise unable to attend. 


12. The yeas and nays shall be called on any question at the re- 
quest of fifteen members and every member present shall vote on all 
questions unless excused by the Conference. 


13. (a) No person shall be allowed to speak more than twice on 
the same question, nor more than once until all members have had a 
chance to speak, nor shall he speak more than ten minutes at one time. 


_ (b) When the report of the Committee is under consideration, 
the chairman or a member of the committee selected by the committee 
or its chairman, shall be entitled to close the debate, and the represen- 
tative of the committee shall not be deprived of his rights to close the 
debate, even by the ordering of a previous question. If the motion to 
lay on the table the report, or any part of it, be made, the representa- 
tive of the committee may elect to speak before that motion is put, or to 
reserve his right and speak on the final question. 
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_14. Should any vacancies occur during the year on any board or 
society of the Conference, the district superintendents, and bishop, act- 
Ing jointly, may appoint a supply for said vacancy, to serve until the 
next session of the conference. 


15. Supernumerary and retired members may be allowed places on 
all committees, boards and societies, except the Board of Stewards. 
These rules shall be printed from year to year in the minutes 
so long as they are in force. 
17. Any rule may be amended or repealed or new rules may be 


added at any time by a two-thirds vote of members present at seat of 
conference.
